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Import  Duties  Act— Exemption  Order 

H.  M.  Treasury  give  notice  that  under  subsection  (3) 
of  Section  i  of  the  Import  Duties  Act,  1932,  the  fol- 
lowing classes  of  goods  have  been  added  to  lists  of 
goods  exempted  from  duty,  as  and  from  August  30, 
1932:  — 

White  arsenic. 

Maps;  architectural  or  engineering  designs;  hydro- 
graphic  charts. 

Import  Duties  Act— Additional  Duties 

The  Additional  Import  Duties  (No.  6)  Order,  issued 
by  H.M.  Customs  in  September  2,  provides  for  the 
following  increased  rates  of  duty  on  the  classes  of 
merchandise  mentioned. 

Scissors  (other  than  secateurs,  but  including  tailors' 
shears)  and  blades  and  blanks  therefor,  made  wholly 
or  partly  of  steel  or  iron :  (a)  Not  over  three  inches  in 
length,  such  rate  of  duty  as  will,  with  the  general 
ad  valorem  duty  chargeable  under  section  i  of  the 
Import  Duties  Act,  1932,  amount  to  two  shillings  a 
dozen  pairs,  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  goods, 
whichever  is  the  greater.  (5)  Over  three  inches  but 
not  over  five  inches  in  length,  three  shillings  per  dozen 
pairs,  or  20  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  goods,  which- 
ever is  the  greater,  (c)  Over  five  inches  in  length,  three 
shillings  and  sixpence  per  dozen  pairs,  or  20  per  cent,  of 
the  value  of  the  goods,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

Paints,  painters'  enamels,  lacquers,  varnishes  and 
printers'  inks. 

Distempers,  whether  dry  or  not. 

Pigments  and  extenders  (whether  dry  or  with  oil  or 
other  medium),  other  than  the  following: — Natural 
dyes;  synthetic  organic  dyestuffs,  colours  and  colour- 
ing matters;  dry  earth  colours;  barytes;  silica;  graphite; 
and  carbon  black  from  natural  gas,  an  additional  duty 
of  10  per  cent.,  which,  with  the  general  ad  valorem 


duty  of  10  per  cent.,  makes  the  total  import  duty 
20  per  cent. 

Kraft  and  imitation  kraft,  machine-glazed  paper 
(other  than  fully  bleached  white  poster),  greaseproof 
and  imitation  greaseproof  paper,  glazed  imitation  parch- 
ment, and  glazed  transparent  paper,  whether  coated  or 
otherwise  treated  in  any  manner  or  not,  of  a  weight 
when  fully  extended  equivalent  to  more  than  7  lb.,  but 
not  more  than  90  lb.,  to  the  ream  of  four  hundred  and 
eighty  sheets  o£  double  crown  measuring  thirty  inches 
by  twenty  inches,  but  not  including  {a)  paper  which 
forms  part  of  another  article,  or  (b)  paper  imported 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  being  spun  into  yam,  an 
additional  duty  of  15  per  cent.,  which,  with  the  general 
ad  valorem  duty  of  10  per  cent.,  makes  the  total 
import  duty  25  per  cent. 

Hair  combs,  an  additional  duty  of  10  per  cent., 
which,  with  the  general  ad  valorem  duty  of  10  per 
cent.,  makes  the  total  import  duty  20  per  cent. 

These  increased  duties  came  into  operation  on  Tues- 
day,  September  6,  1932.

This  was  "  ladies' 
day,"  but,  unfortunately,  numerous  causes  were  respon- 
sible for  the  smallness  of  the  number  of  ladies  able 
to  attend.  Mr.  V.  Cromack  won  the  Woolley  trophy, 
by  the  narrow  margin  of  one  stroke,  from  Councillor 
R.  G.  Edwards.  In  the  putting  competition  (for  the 
ladies)  Mrs.  Stabler  won  the  prize.  After  the  mem- 
bers and  friends  had  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  James 
Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  were  the  hosts  on  this 
occasion,  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  (president)  called  upon 
Colonel  S.  Watson,  who  presented  the  prizes  to  the 
three  winners,  and  expressed  the  pleasure  of  the 
directors  in  giving  a  prize.  Mr.  F.  D.  Gee  pro- 
posed a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Woolley  for 
their  kindness  and  hospitality.  This  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  J.  A.  Collins  and  carried  with  acclamation.  The

Inquests 

An  inquest  was  resumed  at  Minehead,  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  on  the  body  of  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Hares,  Ward  End, 


Birmingham,  a  shop  manager.  Analytical  evidence 
showed  that  48  gr.  of  white  arsenic  was  found  in 
the  stomach  and  intestines,  and  that  a  packet  in  the 
possession  of  the  deceased  contained  3.9  oz.,  which  was 
enough,  allowing  3  gr.  for  each,  to  kill  624  people. 
[This  calculation  evidently  refers  to  troy  ounces. — 
Editor.]    The  inquest  was  again  adjourned. 

At  New  Brighton,  on  August  31,  a  "  Misadventure  " 
verdict  was  recorded  after  an  inquiry  concerning  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Smith,  a  widow,  who  ate  four 
rat-poison  biscuits  left  on  the  table  by  her  son,  Philip 
Smith,  a  traveller.  Smith,  in  evidence,  said  his 
employers  had  informed  him  that  the  biscuits  were 
not  injurious  to  human  beings.  The  biscuits  were  like 
ordinary  edible  biscuits,  with  the  composition  inserted 
between  them,  and  there  was  nothing  on  them  to  indi- 
cate their  nature.  The  county  analyst  said  that  the 
biscuits  contained  an  appreciable  quantity  of  arsenic, 
and  anyone  eating  four  of  them  would  be  getting  very 
near  a  fatal  dose.  Death,  however,  was  due  to  shock 
and  exhaustion  caused  by  the  washing  out  of  the 
stomach.  The  word  "  poison  "  ought  to  be  moulded 
on  the  biscuits,  or  they  should  be  coloured  green. 

Miscellaneous 

Poison-licence  applications. — The  Blaenpenal  and 
District  Agricultural  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  have 
applied  to  the  Cardiganshire  County  Council  for  licences 
to  sell  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  at  Station 
Road,  Tregaron,  and  at  their  eleven  branches. 

In  the  courts. — At  Bolton,  on  August  31,  Percj'  W. 
Hardcastle,  Bradshawgate,  was  fined  £^  for  vending 
dutiable  medicine  without  having  a  licence  and  los. 
for  vending  it  unstamped.  It  was  stated  for  the  prose- 
cution that  the  defendant  sold  from  his  market  stall 
two  bottles  of  patent  medicine  to  an  Excise  official. 
Later  an  officer  called  at  the  defendant's  shop  and 
purchased  a  bottle  of  patent  medicine.  In  both  cases 
the  duty  had  not  been  paid. — At  Marylebone  Police 
Court,  London,  on  September  6,  Charles  May,  White 
Conduit  Street,  N.,  was  charged  on  remand  with 
receiving  proprietary  medicines  valued  at  £232  (C.  <&■  D., 
September  3,  p.  246).  Evidence  of  business  trans- 
actions with  the  accused  was  now  given  by  Lionel  V. 
Camp,  Netherlands  Road,  New  Barnet,  a  traveller,  who 
stated,  in  cross-examination,  that  he  did  not  buy  from 
manufacturers  but  from  chemists  or  anywhere  he  could 
get  the  goods  he  wanted.  Witness  added  that  he  paid 
the  accused  ^274  for  chemists'  goods.  Evidence  of 
purchase  from  Camp  was  given  by  H.  Oskotsky,  Com- 
mercial Road,  E.,  A.  Orbach,  Chapel  Street,  N.,  A. 
Cowan,  South  Temple  Street,  E.,  and  P.  Kransky,  East 
Ham.  A  further  remand  was  ordered. — At  North 
London  Police  Court,  on  September  7,  William  E.  Riches 
(59),  chemists'  sundriesman,  Albert  Road,  E.;  Nicolas 
Wild  (35),  labourer.  Canal  Road,  N.;  and  William 
Trotman  (19),  labourer,  Dalmoney  Road,  N.W.,  were 
charged  with  being  concerned  together  in  stealing  goods 
value  £^  6s.,  from  the  warehouse  of  Francis  Newbery  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists.  Charterhouse  Square, 
E.C.  Evidence  was  given  by  a  detective-sergeant,  and 
a  remand  was  ordered.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 

The  latest  dates  for  making  application  for  the 
October  examinations  are: — Preliminary,  Thursday, 
September  22;  Registered  Druggist,  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 27;  Pharmaceutical  Licence,  Monday,  October  3; 
Pharmaceutical  Assistant,  Thursday,  October  13. 
Applications  must  be  lodged  by  11  a.m.  on  the 
respective  dates. 

The  text  of  the  amended  regulations  for  the  Prelimi- 
nary examination,  which  will  come  into  force  on 
January  i,  1933,  is  as  follows:  — 

This  examination  is  compulsory  for  every  entrant 
to  pharmacy,  and  must  be  passed  prior  to  the  service 
at  pharmacy  required  by  the  regulations  for  the  Licence 
examination,  unless  such  service  was  commenced  before 
January  i,  1907,  and  no  examination  passed  after  the 
coming  into  force  of  these  regulations  will  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  this  examination. 

Preliminary  examinations  are  held  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day and  following  day  in  January  and  July  commencing 
at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  or  on  such  other  dates  as  the 
Council  may  direct.  Candidates  for  the  Preliminary 
examination  must  give  notice  in  their  own  handwriting, 
at  least  fourteen  clear  days  before  the  date  of  the 
examination,  of  their  desire  to  be  examined,  according 
to  the  following  formula :  — 

"  I,    of    deeire    to  be 

admitted  for  the  Preliminary  examination  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutioal  Society.  I  herewith  enclose  certificate  of  birth  and 
receipt  for  examination  fee." 

Signed   

Baptismal  certificates  are  not  accepted.  Minimum 
age,  sixteen  years.  Candidates  must  write  their  names 
in  full.  The  fee  for  this  examination  is  four  guineas, 
which  should  be  lodged  in  the  Bank  of  Ireland  to 


the  credit  of  the  Society  and  the  receipt  forwarded  to 
the  registrar  with  the  application.  In  case  of  rejection, 
the  fee  of  four  guineas  shall  be  retained,  but  the  candi- 
date may  re-enter  for  a  second  or  subsequent  examina- 
tion on  giving  a  fortnight's  notice  to  the  registrar  and 
lodging  a  re-examination  fee  of  two  and  a  half  guineas. 

The  subjects  of  Examination  are: — English,  Latin, 
mathematics  (including  metric  and  imperial  systems  of 
weights  and  measures),  Irish,  chemistry,  botany, 
physics.  The  pass  standard  is  40  per  cent,  in  each 
subject.  The  standard  of  the  examination  is  that  of 
the  Leaving  Certificate  syllabus  (pass  course).  Two 
hours  will  be  allowed  for  each  paper.  A  viva-voce  test 
will  be  made  in  the  case  of  Irish,  chemistry,  botany 
and  physics.  In  awarding  marks,  spelling,  handwriting 
and  neatness  of  work  are  taken  into  account.  All  sub- 
jects must  be  passed  at  one  examination.  A  candi- 
date who  obtains  70  per  cent,  of  the  total  marks,  and 
not  less  than  50  per  cent,  in  each  subject,  shall  be 
awarded  a  pass  with  honours.  No  particular  text-books 
are  recommended.

Topical  ReFlections

Pharmacopoeia  Problems 

of  one  kind  or  another  have  been 
familiar  to  me  since  the  early  days  of  my  appren- 
ticeship, but  I  have  not  previously  met  with  one 
which  savours  so  much  of  the  ridiculous  as  that  so 
clearly  stated  by  you  (C.  &•  D..  September  3,  p.  255). 
There  may  be  a  way  out  of  the  apparent  impasse,  but 
that  way  should  be  indicated  by  the  General  Medical 
Council,  as  the  body  responsible  for  leading  up  to  it. 
Meanwhile  analysts  who  specialise  in  causing  chemists 
and  druggists  needless  trouble  will  have  had  suggested 
to  them  a  method  of  harassing  us  that  could  hardly  be 
improved  upon  for  its  humorous  aspect.  If  we  dis- 
pense pure  extract  of  male  fern  when  ordered  in  a 
prescription  by  a  medical  man,  we  may  be  prose- 
cuted for  supplying  a  preparation  which  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  official  standard;  if,  on  the  other 
hand,  we  dispense  an  extract  standardised  in  accord- 
ance with  the  B.P.  instructions,  we  may  equally  incur 
liability  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act. 

The  Aberdeen  Conference 

is  likely  to  prove  notable  for  more 
reasons  than  one,  not  the  least  important  being  the 
handsome  way  in  which  you  have  prepared  intend- 
ing visitors  to  tlie  granite  city  for  the  wonderful  sights 
waiting  to  gladden  their  eyes.  Aberdeen  chemists 
should  feel  greatly  indebted  to  you  for  showing  what 
natural  beauties  surround  them  and  what  their  city 
oflEers  in  the  shape  of  entertainment,  and  I  shall  be 
surprised  if  we  do  not  learn  that  the  Conference  of 
1932  was  a  record  gathering.  It  is  interesting  to  note, 
by  the  way,  that  practical  pharmacy  is  providing  the 
subject-matter  of  so  many  of  the  papers  to  be  sub- 


mitted for  discussion  at  the  Science  Section  of  the 
Conference.  This  savours  to  some  extent  of  a  revival 
and  is  greatly  to  be  welcomed.  Curiously  enough 
we  shall  be  having  problems  suggested  by  the  new 
British  Pharmacopoeia  discussed  before  the  book  itself 
has  been  seen  by  more  than  a  favoured  few  of  us. 

Proposed  New  Terms 

for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing 
are  not,  apparently,  to  be  anything  like  so  favourable 
to  chemists  on  the  panel  as  are  the  terms  in  accord- 
ance with  which  we  are  at  present  rendering  service; 
but  it  has  for  some  time  past  been  anticipated  that 
we  might  expect,  at  the  very  least,  to  be  deprived 
of  the  so-called  bonus  which  has  provided  so  welcome 
an  addition  to  our  payments  during  three  out  of  the 
past  five  years.  We  shall  be  lucky  if,  during  the  next 
year  or  two,  our  accounts  are  paid  in  full,  or  approxi- 
mately so;  and  it  is  comforting  to  learn  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  is  not  unwilling  to  make  special 
provision  against  our  suffering  loss  through  any  abnor- 
mal increase  in  the  amount  of  our  accounts  for  any 
particular  year  (C.  &■  D.,  September  3,  p.  250).  This 
I  assume  to  mean  tliat  special  provision  may  be  made 
for  meeting  excessive  demands  on  the  drug  fund  due 
to  the  occurrence  of  epidemics.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  is  sad  news  that  the  present  Minister  of  Health 
is  not  disposed  to  retain  Clause  4  (4)  of  the  chemists' 
terms  of  service  as  part  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regu- 
lations, since  this  will  almost  certainly  result  in  a 
return  to  the  practice  of  allowing  "  divi  "  on  pre- 
scriptions for  medicines  dispensed  by  co-operative 
societies,  and  I  am  glad  to  learn  that  the  N.P.U. 
Executive  does  not  intend  to  take  the  Minister's  ruling 
on  this  point  as  final. 
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Legal  Reports 

Bismuth  Dyspepsia  Tablets. — At  the  Mansion  Honse 
Justice  Room,  London,  on  September  i,  Mr.  John  G. 
Edwards,  Ph.C,  King  Street,  E.G. 2,  was  summoned  at 
the  instance  of  a  sampling  officer  for  having  sold  bis- 
muth dyspepsia  tablets  that  were  deficient  in  bismuth 
oxycarbonate  to  the  extent  of  32  per  cent,  and  in  sodium 
bicarbonate  by  30  per  cent.  The  Dubarry  Perfumery 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Hove,  were  summoned  on  the  same  informa- 
tion for  giving  to  Mr.  Edwards  a  label  falselv  describ- 
ing the  tablets.  The  facts  were  not  disputed.  Mr. 
W.  E.  J.  McDonnell  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  City 
solicitor.  Sir  Shirley  Worthington-Evans,  who  de- 
fended, remarked  that  the  Dubarry  Go.  was  a  firm  of 
the  very  highest  reputation.  They  made  these  drugs  up 
in  the  mass,  which  was  sent  to  another  firm  to  be 
turned  into  lozenges.  The  Lord  Mayor:  I  .see  that  each 
tablet  should  weigh  14  gr.,  instead  of  which  each  was 
only  13.8  gr.  in  weight.  Perhaps  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  evaporation?  Counsel:  That  is  so.  It  is  clear 
that  the  mass  was  mixed  in  proper  proportions  before  it 
left  the  works.  There  was  no  suggestion  here  of  any 
deliberate  fraud.  I  ask  your  Lordship  to  deal  with  this 
case  from  the  point  of  view  that  this  is  a  company  with 
an  exceedingly  good  reputation,  which  has  been  manu- 
facturing drugs  for  thirty-five  years,  and  they  have  never 
had  a  complaint  before.  There  has  obviously  been  a 
mistake.  Mr.  McDonnell  said  that  with  regard  to  Mr. 
Edwards,  he  was  a  perfectly  innocent  agent,  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  Court  he  would  withdraw  the  sum- 
mons against  him.  The  Lord  Mayor:  I  am  quite  pre- 
pared to  allow  that.  What  strikes  me  is  that  what  was 
done  here  does  not  seem  to  have  been  done  deliberately; 
it  was  not  a  vicious  sort  of  deception.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  does  strike  me,  too,  that  people  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  putting  on  the  market  and  selling  to  the 
retailer  drugs  in  the  mass  to  be  made  up  into  lozenges 
ought  to  take  the  trouble  to  check  the  ingredients  and 
make  certain  that  the  proper  quantities  were  being  used. 
I  don't  say  that  in  neglecting  to  take  this  precaution 
there  was  any  ulterior  motive;  but  a  firm  of  this  stand- 
ing ought  to  be  fully  aware  of  their  obligations.  So  I 
think  they  must  incur  some  slight  fine  for  their  careless- 
ness, which  I  impose  without  any  reflection  on  their 
intentions.    The  penalty  will  be  l^,  and  £8  8s.  costs. 

Merchandise  Marlis  Act,  1887. — At  Thames  Police 
Court,  London,  on  September  i,  Alfred  Donner,  Watney 
Street,  E.,  Harry  Gritz,  Gable  Street,  E.,  Jacob 
Goldberg,  Albion  Road,  N.16,  G.  S.  Ellis,  Bevis  Marks, 
E.G.,  C.  Ellis  and  H.  Fitzgibbons,  both  of  the  same 
address,  were  charged  with  offences  under  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Act,  1887.  Mr.  John  Maude  prosecuted 
on  behalf  of  E.  Griffiths  Hughes,  Ltd.;  Mr.  Shanley 
represented  Goldberg  and  Gritz;  and  Mr.  Garland 
appeared  for  C.  S.  Ellis  and  Fitzgibbons,  Donner  being 
unrepresented.  The  charges  were  that  on  June  6,  C. 
Ellis,  Fitzgibbons  and  C.  S.  Ellis  made  certain  blocks 
for  the  purpose  of  being  used  for  forging  a  trade  mark, 

Radox,"  contrary  to  Section  2  (i)  (c)  of  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887.  It  was  stated  that  on 
June  5  Goldberg  and  Gritz  caused  to  be  made  certain 
blocks  for  the  purpose  of  forging  a  certain  trade  mark, 
and  again  on  June  12.  They  were  further  charged  that 
between  May  i  and  August  24  they  had  in  their  posses- 
sion for  sale  goods  to  which  a  forged  trade  mark, 
"  Radox,"  had  been  applied,  and  with  selhng  certain 
goods  to  which  a  forged  trade  mark  had  been 
applied.  Goldberg,  Gritz  and  Donner  were  charged 
that  on  July  6  they  had  in  their  possession  for 
sale  certain  goods  to  which  a  certain  forged 
trade  mark  had  been  applied.  In  opening  the  case,  Mr. 
Maude  said  that  C.  Ellis  was  an  old  gentleman,  very 
ill  at  the  material  times  when  these  blocks  were  made 
for  forging  the  name  "  Radox,"  and  the  prosecution 
did  not  intend  to  proceed  against  him.  The  summons 
against  C.  Elhs  was  then  dismissed,  and  the  other 
defendants  pleaded  "Not  guilty."  Mr.  Maude  said  it 
seemed  as  if  there  had  been  wholesale  forgery  of  the 
wrappers  of  this  proprietary  bath  salt.    There  had  been 


about  10,000  individual  forgeries,  resulting  in  loss  of 
sales,  and  no  doubt  loss  of  customers,  because  the 
cartons  were  packed  with  ordinary  bicarbonate  of  soda 
and  carbonate  of  soda.  On  April  5,  Goldberg  and  Gritz 
were  concerned  with  an  order,  Goldberg  ordering  5,000 
plain  cartons;  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  unless  closely 
examined,  they  were  similar  to  those  cartons  used  for 
packing  Radox,  these  being  ordered  from  a  firm  named 
Putrushkin,  Ltd.  A  further  5,000  was  ordered  and 
delivered.  They  still  had  to  get  the  wrappers  for  the 
cartons,  and  Goldberg  went  to  a  little  printer,  named 
Charles  Mills,  and  asked  him  for  these  wrappers  similar 
to  those  of  Radox.  He  was  asked  to  get  the  neces- 
sary block  printed,  and  he  went  to  the  firm  of  which 
Fitzgibbons  and  Ellis  were  partners,  Hudson  & 
Robinson,  in  Bevis  Marks.  The  block  was  made.  The 
Magistrate:  The  Merchandise  Marks  Act  puts  the  onus 
upon  them  to  inquire.  Mr.  Maude:  Yes.  On  June  18, 
continued  counsel,  Goldberg  delivered  five  gross  of  these 
cartons,  costing  £^6,  to  a  man  named  Meadows,  of 
Bethnal  Green.  If  there  had  been  a  sale  of  ;^5o,  very 
probably  Goldberg  and  Gritz  would  have  had  /30  out 
of  the  /50,  which  was  substantially  worth  while.  On 
July  6,  Donner  called  on  a  Mr.  Deitsch,  of  Burdett 
Road,  who  took  five  gross  and  paid  ;^5o.  In  May  last 
Gritz  rented  a  small  workshop  at  247  Cable  Street,  E., 
and  some  very  mysterious  work  went  on  there,  as  the 
blinds  were  always  down  and  the  doors  always  locked. 
Goldberg  and  Gritz  worked  there,  and  through  cracks 
in  the  door  they  were  seen  preparing  the  bath  salts. 
They  had  an  assistant.  The  goods  were  brought  into 
the  workshop  by  means  of  sacks  and  portmanteaux,  and 
smuggled  out.  With  regard  to  the  blockmakers,  they 
must  have  known  that  this  block  was  being  made  for 
the  purpose  of  forging  a  trade  mark.  The  order,  coming 
as  it  did,  should  have  made  them  suspicious.  The 
hearing  was  adjourned.

The  landlord  distrained  for  rent  and  the  present 
petition  was  filed.  Proper  books  of  account  had  been 
kept.    The  examination  was  concluded. 

Re  Abraham,  known  as  Alfred  Abramson,  42  Eric 
Street,  Bow,  London,  E.,  chemists'  sundriesman, 
etc. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor 
was  held  recently  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court,  the  accounts  showing  liabilities  £^7Z' 
against  assets  valued  at  It]  .

A  Peep  at  the  New  Pharmacopoeia 

By  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C. 


SEEING  in  the  Press  that  on  July  4  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  would  be  on  view  in 
London,  Edinburgh  and  Dublin,  and  that  those 
interested  in  the  volume  would  be  permitted  to  scan  its 
pages  and  make  extracts  from  it  to  a  limited  extent, 
the  writer,  who  knew  London  many  years  ago,  made 
his  way  to  Oxford  Circus,  thinking  the  offices  of  the 
General  Medical  Council  were  near  by.  Policeman  after 
policeman  was  appealed  to,  but  apparently  the  institu- 
tion was  not  known  by  any  of  them.  The  home  of  the 
G.M.C,  eventually  found,  occupies  much  space  and  is 
well  appointed.  The  inquirer  was  directed  upstairs, 
and  after  a  lengthy  wandering  made  for  a  central  door, 
through  which  a  large  room  revealed  itself  with  desks 
and  substantial  chairs.  A  courteous  gentleman  arrived, 
whose  face  the  writer  knew,  and  he  removed  him  to 
another  seat,  equally  comfortable,  and  presented  a  for- 
midable typewritten  document  to  be  signed  before  the 
longed-for  peep  could  be  officially  sanctioned.  Having 
signed  the  document  and  thus  disclosed  his  name,  talks 
of  Conferences  (and  one  in  particular  at  Cheltenham) 
followed.  The  task  of  reading  was  disturbed  by  other 
visitors,  some  with  clerks,  others  with  typists,  and  all 
with  spectacles.  Apparently,  all  were  expected  to 
finish  by  four  o'clock.  Two  young  people  coming  rather 
late  were  allowed  half-an-hour's  grace,  which  was  taken 
advantage  of  by  at  least  one  other  student. 

A  Disappointment 

A  source  of  great  disappointment  to  the  writer  was 
the  absence  of  the  invariable  slip  of  "  Errata  "  or 
"  Corrigenda  "  which  has  always  (and  apparently  inevi- 
tably) accompanied  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  since  it 
first  appeared  in  1864.  Luckily  one  had  not  far  to  go 
before  four  errata  were  espied  on  one  page — happily  not 
of  a  serious  nature;  but  up  to  the  time  of  final  perusal 
the  old  jokes  of  putting  30  ounces  in  a  pint  pot  and 
telling  us  to  make  up  the  volume  of  a  product  already 
rneasuring  23  fluid  ounces  to  one  imperial  pint  were  not 
discovered.  The  name  of  the  book  was  wrongly  spelt 
in  more  places  than  one  in  the  1914  B.P.;  that  has  not 
yet  been  discovered.  It  seems  regrettable  that  trifling 
alterations  in  the  names  and  strengths  of  articles  and 
their  preparations  should  have  taken  place.  The  number 
of  omissions  (359  were  counted  by  the  writer)  betokens 
a  desire  to  follow  the  Shakespearian  advice  about 
physic  and  dogs;  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  such  a  step 
is  a  right  one.    It  would  be  better  if  the  authorities 


left  out  (as  they  sometimes  do,  e.g.,  in  spt.  aeth.  nit.) 
the  mode  by  which  a  chemical  may  be  prepared;  in  the 
case  of  ammonium  carbonate,  for  example,  one  would 
like  to  know  how  much  is  prepared  in  the  B.P.  way. 
It  is  a  pity  that  in  the  typographical  setting  we  have 
gone  to  the  United  States  for  our  pattern;  it  would  be 
better  not  to  indulge  in  so  much  small  type.  Mr.  G.  F. 
Schacht,  who  invented  plasma,  would  have  strongly 
objected  to  maize  starch  in  the  poor  official  substitute. 

Sonne  Objections 

There  is  the  same  vacillation  as  heretofore  in  the  re- 
moval of  a  drug  or  preparation  from  one  Pharmacopoeia 
and  its  reinstatement  in  the  next.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  arsenic  trioxide.  The  order  of  mixing  is,  as 
usual,  wrong  in  many  cases,  and,  it  is  feared,  may  lead 
to  the  undoing  of  many  a  tiro  when  he  presents  himself 
for  examination  in  years  to  come  unless  he  has  been 
warned.  There  is  the  same  lavish  expenditure  of  stuli 
when  a  volumetric  determination  has  to  be  conducted 
or  when  an  assay  has  to  be  made.  A  marked  instance 
appears  under  "  Tinctura  Hyoscyami."  We  are  invited 
to  prepare  1,000  mils  and  to  take  250  mils  for  the  assay; 
as  a  public  analyst  likes  to  do  these  operations  in  dupli- 
cate, he  would  have  to  advise  his  inspector  to  purchase 
500  mils,  which  to  less  decimal  minds  is  nearly  a  pint. 
In  the  case  of  tinctura  colchici  1,000  mils  is  made  and 
200  mils  taken  for  assay;  but  for  tinctura  opii  cam- 
phorata  10  mils  is  used.  The  same  reflection  arises 
in  several  places  throughout  the  volume.  If  the 
experimenter  tries  the  glass  rod  and  beaker  test  for 
asafetida,  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  be  done  in  the 
scullery  over  the  sink  and  not  in  the  shop  (or  drawing 
room).  The  number  of  indicators  is  truly  staggering, 
and  the  same  remark  applies  to  the  number  of  volu- 
metric solutions.  Hydrogen  nitrate  and  similar  expres- 
sions, dear  to  the  heart  of  an  old-time  professor,  have 
gone.  There  is  the  usual  "  wobbling  "  in  the  prepara- 
tions of  senna;  the  leaf  is  used  for  the  confection  and 
for  compound  liquorice  powder,  but  for  the  others  the 
fruit  is  to  be  used.    Would  it  not  be  better  to  define 

moisture  "  or  make  clear  what  is  meant? 

Strong  and  Weak  Features 

The  determination  of  viscosity  in  Appendix  IV  (F) 
is  valuable  reading,  and  will  be  clearly  understood  by 
the  average  working  pharmacist  with  a  modicum  of 
study.      It  is  further  stated  that  the  specification  of 
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the  apparatus  and  method  of  procedure  is  in  agreement 
with  the  British  Standard  Specification  No.  ii8,  1929. 
So  that  is  that.  The  vexed  question  of  the  singular  or 
plural  for  quantities  to  be  weighed  or  measured  has  been 
dealt  with  by  several  writers,  but  they  have  not  quite 
touched  the  core  of  the  matter.  There  seems  to  have 
been,  as  in  politics  and  as  :n  universities,  two  methods 
of  dealing  with  such  problems.  When  I  was  a  lad  we 
were  told  how  to  distinguish  between  the  Oxford 
cleric  and  his  brother  from  Cambridge  by  noting  how 
each  pronounced  the  word  "  knowledge."  In  the  B.P. 
we  find  the  singular  and  the  plural  indiscriminately 
used:  the  grand  committee  and  subcommittee  must  have 
had  a  delightful  time  in  discussing  which  was  the  more 
correct. 


It  is  difficult  to  sum  up  after  a  few  hours'  glance 
at  the  new  boot  or  express  a  comprehensive  opinion 
from  the  pharmacist's  point  of  view;  but  it  is  certain 
that  few  pharmacists  will  be  able  to  deal  with  the  bulk 
of  the  matter  personally,  and  will  have  to  rely  as  hereto- 
fore (and  more  so)  on  the  wholesaler.  The  princes  of 
retail  pharmacy,  in  years  gone  by,  used  to  pride  them- 
selves on  the  fact  that  their  preparations  were  made 
and  tested  on  the  premises.  With  each  B.P.  there  has 
appeared  some  new  and  expensive  physical  apparatus 
which  the  retail  phg^rmacist  cannot  afford  to  buy  and 
will  not  be  able  to  borrow.  This  feature  has  again 
become  evident.  It  goes  to  show  that  the  retail  pharma- 
cist, the  best  customer  for  this  book  of  the  G.M.C.,  has 
been  lost  sight  of  and  the  big  companies  remembered. 


Canadian-  American  Pharmaceutical 

Convention 

By  Herbert  Skinner,  Ph.C,  Chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 

1932 


AIsIY  British  delegate  who  is  intimately  con- 
nected with  conferences  at  home  has  Uttle 
difficulty  in  making  contacts  at  similar 
conventions  held  in  other  lands.  The  administration 
of  meetings,  organisation,  material  and  methods  pro- 
vide sufficient  variation  to  be  fascinating.  The  dele- 
gates at  this  Pan-American  convention,  apart  from 
local  dwellers,  were  housed  in  the  Royal  York  Hotel, 
Toronto,  on  August  22-27.  The  setting  was  handsome 
and  befitting  the  attendance  of  1^500  guests.  Dean 
Burbidge,  of  Nova  Scotia,  president  of  the  Canadian 
Association,  was  very  popular,  and  (what  was  better) 
he  had  ideas  on  the  profession  of  pharmacy,  while 
secretary  Dr.  Stanbury  was  unassuming  in  keeping  the 
machine  in  working  order.  The  State  of  Texas,  which 
for  size  surpasses  all  others,  was  represented  by  the 
American  president,  W.  D.  Adams,  a  quiet  and  effec- 
tive chairman;  and  secretary  Dr.  E.  F.  Kelly,  from 
Baltimore,  was  evidently  the  unobtrusive  puller  of 
strings  so  necessary  in  successful  secretarysliip. 
Premier  Henry,  of  Ontario,  received  the  guests  on  the 
Monday,  and  the  various  pharmaceutical  presidents 
responded,  including  the  British  president,  F.  Glad- 
stone Hines,  who  created  a  favourable  impression  very 
pleasing  to  his  fellow  delegates.  He  expressed  the  hope 
that  this  interchange  of  visits  would  help  in  the  con- 
solidation of  pharmacy  among  English-speaking  peoples 
and  produce  lasting  and  beneficial  results  for  the  welfare 
of  the  community. 

A  Gigantic  Programme 

Monday  night  was  one  of  getting  together,  and  in 
a  hundred  different  rooms  parties  were  held  until  the 
small  hours  of  the  morning  under  conditions  adapted 
to  prohibition  (or  semi-prohibition)  countries,  which 
left  a  mere  Englishman  gasping  in  wonderment.  The 
serious  business  began  before  the  reception — ^and  what 
a  programme !  Thirty-seven  sectional  meetings  were 
held,  apart  from  banquets,  sectional  luncheons  and  din- 
ners, bewildering  in  quantity  and  variety.  Attendance 
at  only  about  5  per  cent,  was  possible;  and,  as  the 
British  delegates  were  limited  in  their  allocation,  it  left 
them  the  chance  to  browse  here  and  there  and  to  learn 
why  there  is  such  a  difference  in  pharmaceutical  out- 
look between  peoples  speaking — about  90  per  cent. — 
the  same  language.  The  Ontario  Retail  Druggists  were 
also  meeting;  their  reports  and  papers,  as  also  those 
for  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association,  were  on 
organisation  or  business  matters  and  mostly  local.  One 
interesting  subject  was  "  What  action  shall  we  take 
if  National  Health  Insurance  becomes  an  issue?  "  The 
notable  contribution  of  information  on  this  came  from 
a  British  delegate  (Mr.  Linstead,  secretary  of  the  Phar- 


maceutical Society),  who  ably  expounded  the  law  on 
the  subject  in  England.  More  interesting  to  me 
appeared  to  be  the  American  phase  of  pharmacy,  which 
is  much  more  complicated.  The  meetings  covered 
general  sessions  with  topical  papers;  boards  of  phar- 
macy which  administer  law  apart  from  enforcement; 
the  teaching  section  which  seeks  to  standardise  curri- 
cula; delegates'  meetings  with  a  wide  range  of  subjects 
varying  from  legislation  on  cosmetics  to  pharmacy 
week,  with  physiological  testing  thrown  in  almost  as  a 
side-line.  The  scientific  section  contained  102  papers 
presented  without  discussion;  these  wiU  be  published. 

Addresses  by  British  Speakers 

Messrs.  Hines  and  Skinner  addressed  the  general 
sessions,  the  former  at  the  first,  and  the  latter  at  the 
second    session.     The  subjects  at  these  sessions  were

wide  and  often  unrelated,  such  as  "  Professional  phar- 
macy "  and  "  Our  common  inheritance,"  which  was  a 
purely  literary  paper.  Mr.  Hines  outlined  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain,  laying  stress  upon  the 
publication  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  work  on 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  At  the  second 
session  Mr.  Skinner  compared  pharmacy  in  Great 
Britain  and  America  from  the  point  of  view  of  practice. 
He  focused  attention  on  the  relegation  of  the  pharmacy 
department  almost  to  obscurity  owing  to  economic 
conditions.  Another  section  of  activity  was  law 
enforcement,  with  two  sessions.  While  the  exposi- 
tion of  various  laws  was  extremely  interesting,  there 
was  no  new  knowledge  to  gain,  as  administration  of 
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laws  in  the  U.S.A.  is  subtly  interwoven  with  politics, 
and  the  one  essential  word  in  all  discussion  on  laws  is 
"  enforcement."  A  feature  of  one  of  these  meetings 
was  an  exposition  by  the  Federal  legal  adviser  on 
narcotics,  Mr.  A.  L.  Tennyson,  of  the  collaboration 
between  State  and  Federal  agencies  in  the  enforcement 
of  narcotic  laws.  The  i)aper  served  to  show  the 
vast  difference  in  enforcement  of  narcotic  laws  in  the 
the  U.S.A.;  and  there  was  an  equally  interesting  contri- 
bution by  Colonel  Sharman,  of  Ottawa,  in  Canada,  so 
that  a  comparison  could  be  made  between  their  methods 
and  the  drastic  nature  of  the  administration  in  Great 
Britain.  We  have  much  to  learn  about  the  spirit  of 
tolerance  shown  by  the  authorities  in  every  country 
but  our  own.  Mr.  Marns,  another  British  delegate, 
chairman  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  Law  Commit- 
tee, gave  an  address  on  the  administration  of  laws 
relating  to  pharmacy  in  Great  Britain,  during  which  he 
brought  forward  many  illuminating  details,  producing 
quite  a  remarkable  discussion  in  which  Mr.  Skinner  was 
asked  to  join. 

A  Round  of  Festivities 

Sectional  dinners  under  a  variety  of  Greek  alphabetical 
names  like  Kappa  Psi  and  Rho  Chi  fraternities  were 


held,  and  the  British  delegates  were  the  honoured 
guests;  these  gatherings  were  followed  by  mutual  dis- 
cussion and  enlargement  of  the  outlook  on  pharmacy 
on  both  sides.  The  annual  banquet  was  held  on  the 
Tuesday  night;  its  methods  differed  radically  from  our 
own.  The  British  president  (Mr.  Hines)  responded  for 
Great  Britain,  maintaining  the  high  standard  of 
speaking  and  giving  a  lead  to  his  colleagues  which  they 
followed  to  the  full  in  exposition.  The  moonlight  trip 
on  Wednesday  night  was  across  Lake  Ontario  to  Lake 
Side  Park,  beginning  at  6.30  p.m.,  returning  at  2  a.m. 
The  closing  American  session  was  held  on  Friday, 
when  Messrs.  Hines  and  Skinner  were  elected  honorary 
rnembers  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
The  new  president  was  Mr.  W.  Bruce  Philip,  from 
California,  and  Dr.  Kelly  was  re-elected  secretary.  The 
new  Canadian  president  was  Mr.  A.  L.  La  Rose,  of 
Montreal,  the  secretaryship  of  Dr.  Stanbury  remaining 
unchanged.  So  concluded  the  first  international  con- 
vention of  the  English-speaking  pharmaceutical  frater- 
nity, bewildering  in  its  immensity,  and  leaving  an 
Englishman  with  the  desire  for  something  more  simple. 
A  reduction  of  the  wide  diversity  would  offer  a  chance 
of  increased  efficiency. 


Apprenticeship  at  Leeds 


AT  a  well-attended  meeting  of  the  Leeds  and  Dis- 
/A  trict  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held 
X  \  on  September  i  at  the  Metropole  Hotel,  Leeds, 
a  scheme  for  the  selection,  placing  and  training  of 
apprentices  in  retail  pharmacy,  which  had  been  prepared 
by  the  council  of  the  Branch,  was  submitted  to  the 
members. 

The  Chairman  (Mr.  Dobson)  went  through  its  clauses 
seriatim,  and  commented  upon  them  in  detail.  Mr. 
Dobson  showed  that  great  pains  had  been  taken  with 
the  preparation  of  the  scheme  at  many  meetings  of  the 
council  and  with  the  education  authority  for  the  city. 
They  could  not  fail,  he  said,  to  I'iew  with  alarm  the 
ever-increasing  flow  of  apprentices  into  the  profession, 
and  to  hold  the  opinion  that  there  was  urgent  need  for 
more  regulation  of  their  admission  and  training.  For 
some  years  the  council  of  the  Branch  had  been  closely 
in  contact  with  the  education  authority,  and  the  scheme 
now  submitted  aimed  at  a  very  real  liaison  with  the 
authority  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  the  apprentice- 
ship plan.  Previously  the  Branch  had  only  got  so  far 
as  to  take  part  in  the  placing  of  apprentices.  Now 
they  had  advanced  to  the  formulation  of  a  precise  plan 
of  training  the  boys  who  came  into  pharmacy  as  the 
pick  of  the  output  of  the  secondary  schools  of  the  cit}'. 
The  scheme  tabulated  information  to  parents  as  to 
preparation  and  entrance,  defined  separately  the 
employers'  obligations,  the  apprentices'  obligations  and 
the  council's  obligations,  and  amplified  this  information 
with  detailed  appendices.  It  was  vital  to  the  success 
of  the  scheme  that  it  should  have  the  full  backing  of 
the  members  of  the  Branch.  He  hoped  they  would 
agree  that  the  statement  of  the  employers'  obligations 
represented  a  minimum  standard. 

Mr.  Lancaster  said  he  thought  there  might  be  cases 
in  which  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  some  excep- 
tion to  the  provision  in  the  scheme  that  the  period  of 
apprenticeship  "should  be  four  years  and  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  years."  The  Council  should  have  power  to 
modify,  the  term  of  three  years.  It  was  quite  possible 
to  get  a  likely  candidate  aged  eighteen,  perhaps  a 
chemist's  son,  who  had  had  some  experience  before 
passing  his  Preliminary  or  had  been  able  to  get  his  Matri- 
culation. At  present  the  Society  would  take  4,000  hours, 
and  that  could  be  done  in  two  years.  He  was  thinking 
of  the  case  of  a  young  person  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
one — a  daughter  or  son  of  a  chemist.  He  had  in  miiid 
also  the  case  of  somebody  who  might  start  work  at 
seventeen,  and,  in  regard  to  matriculation,  might  be 
waiting  for   one  subject  only. 

The  Chairman  said  he  hoped  they  were   going  to 


guard  against  such  an  exceptional  case  occurring  at  alL 
The  average  age  of  matriculation  was  sixteen  years  and 
some  months;  many  boys  were  through  at  fifteen.  There 
were  dull  boys,  on  the  other  hand,  who  had  not  passed 
the  Matriculation  before  thsy  were  eighteen.  It  was 
obvious  that  the  age  for  commencing  apprenticeship 
should  be  seventeen.  That  was,  in  fact,  one 
of  the  most  important  planks  of  the  scheme — 
a  start  at  seventeen,  and  then  a  full  three  years' 
apprenticeship  before  they  embarked  jipon  practical 
work. 

Mr.  Gilleghan  said  there  was  a  good  reason  for  the 
council's  desire  for  three  years'  unbroken  apprenticeship, 

Mr.  Lancaster  asked  whether  he  was  to  understand 
that  a  youth  who  had  passed  Part  I  must  do  the 
minimum  apprenticeship  of  three  years  after  completing 
Part  I. 

The  Chairman  said  that  was  so. 

Mr.  Williamson  drew  attention  to  the  wages  scale 
in  the  scheme.  He  said  they  all  knew  that  some  appren- 
tices were  worth  a  lot  more  than  others.  He  asked 
whether  under  this  scheme  the  chemist  was  to  be  under 
obligation  not  to  pay  more  than  the  stated  rates. 

The  Chairman  said  that  was  so.  That  was  the 
whole  point  of  the  stipulation  as  to  wages. 

Mr.  Williamson  said  that  what  was  in  his  mind  was 
that  the  scale  of  wages  was  rather  low. 

The  Chairman:  Well,  is  not  that  the  position  in 
which  you  want  them  to  be?  Is  it  not  about  the  onlv 
thing  that  we  can  look  forward  to  with  hope  iii 
pharmacy  ? 

Mr.  Gilleghan  said  that  some  members  of  the  council 
had  been  inclined  to  the  charging  of  a  premium  and 
no  payment  of  wages  at  all.  The  wages  part  of  the 
scheme  was  very  important.  The  apprentice  was  going 
to  be  trained  properly,  and  the  employer  was  under 
obligation  to  do  a  good  deal  for  him;  and  it  was  surelv 
right,  therefore,  that  he  should  have  his  cost  of 
remuneration  taken  into  account  on  that  basis.  This 
three  years'  apprenticeship  scheme  was  going  to  give 
both  the  employer  and  the  apprentice  a  square  deal. 

The  Chairman  said  it  was  intended  that  all  members 
should  consider  themselves  under  obligation  to  stick  to 
the  wages  figures  as  part  of  "  a  gentleman's  agreement." 
As  to  the  point  in  the  scheme  that  the  j  robation  period 
should  not  exceed  one  month,  variations  in  prac- 
tice made  that  necessary. 

Further  details  were  explained,  and  then  the  Chair- 
man moved,  and  Mr.  Lancaster  seconded,  a  resolution 
adopting  the  scheme  as  a  whole.  This  was  carried  with 
one  dissentient. 
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History  of  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 

Societies

THE  history  of  societies  or  associations  connected 
with  pharmacy  in  Aberdeen  can  be  traced  back 
to  1828,  when  the  first  recorded  society  came 
into  existence.  This  was  the  Aberdeen  Chemico-Pharma- 
ceutical  Society,  the  members  of  which  met  in  rooms 
at  19  Queen  Street.  Apparently  it  existed  tor  only  three 
years,  as  we  are  unable  to  find  any  mention  of  it  after 
1830.  Unfortunately  no  record  of  its  activities  is  in 
existence,  so  we  are  faced  with  the  fact  that  the  present 
Association,  which  was  formed  in  1839,  and  can  show 
minutes  going  back  to  that  date,  must  be  looked  upon 
as  the  parent  society. 

The  Society  originated  on  February  6,  1839.  It  was 
not  due  to  the  wisdom  of  the  masters  but  to  the  action 
of  the  assistants  and  apprentices,  who  in  January  sent 
a  requisition  desiring  that  more  time  should  be  given 
them  to  improve  their  minds  and  develop  a  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  their  business.  Mr.  James  Dyce, 
who  started  business  in  1793,  was  called  to  the  chair; 
Mr.  Charles  Davidson  (1834)  was  appointed  secretary, 
with  Mr.  William  Emslie  (1828)  as  treasurer.  The 
annual  subscription  was  to  be  los.  6d.,  with  an  addi- 
tional 5s.  for  each  apprentice  employed;  but,  as  the 
minute  has  it,  it  was  to  be  distinctly  understood  that 
los.  6d.  was  not  the  maximum  subscription  to  be 
accepted — "  Anyone  desirous  of  contributing  more 
liberally  will  be  entitled  to  the  warmest  thanks  of  the 
Society."  Twenty  members  subscribed  ;^30  3s.  In  the 
rules  adopted  later,  extraneans  had  to  undergo  a  special 
investigation  as  to  character,  service  and  apprenticeship, 
and  they  had  to  pay  an  additional  fee  before  admission 
to  membership. 

Objects  of  the  First  Society 

The  objects  of  the  Society  were  very  succinctly  stated 
in  1883  by  Mr.  Alexander  Strachan,  the  secretary,  in 
reply  to  a  letter  from  Mr.  Colcord,  secretary  of  the 
Massachusetts  (U.S.A.)  Society,  who,  on  the  recom- 
menda-tion  of  Professor  Attfield,  applied  to  Aberdeen  to 
find  out  how  the  older  societies  in  this  country  con- 
ducted business  and  the  advantages  to  be  gained  from, 
them.    In  his  reply  Mr.  Strachan  stated: 

"  We  are  proud  in  being  able  to  say  we  believe  we  were 
the  first  disciples  of  ^sculapius  in  Britain  to  band  our- 
selves together  for  the  purpose  of  mutual  advancement. 
The  records  bear  out  the  complete  lack  of  selfishness  of 
the  members.  It  had  never  been  the  aim  of  the  Society 
to  own  lands  or  heritages,  and  financially  they  were  as 
poor  to-day  as  they  were  forty  years  ago.  They  had 
founded  a  library  and  had  lectures  given  by  the  more 
learned  amongst  themselves.  They  also  .arranged  classes 
for  their  assistants  and  apprentices.  Their  social  gather- 
ings were  looked  forward  to  as  outstanding  events  of  the 
year,  and  wore  enjoyed  by  everyone,  'twixt  the  oldest 
member  and  the  yoimgest  apprentice.  Although  we  Aber- 
donians  get  the  credit  of  being  hard-headed,  granite- 
hearted  and  grasping,  I  have  been  -assured  frequently  by 
peregrinating  members  of  the  trade  that  our  social  events 
are  social  indeed.  The  activities  of  the  member's  were 
mainly  taken  up  with  the  education  and  training  of  their 
apprentices,  the  institution  of  a  private  trade  mark,  and 
the  endeavour  to  regulate  hours  and  Sunday  trading." 

To-day  the  Association  is  still  concerned  with  two  of 
these,  and  although  no  great  strides  have  been  made 
with  the  shortening  of  hours,  the  educational  point  has 
been  attended  with  great  success.  A  School  of  Phar- 
macy Fund  subscribed  to  by  the  members  amounted  to 
£416  in  1931,  after  a  handsome  donation  had  been  given 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  school.  As  recorded  in  the  C.  &•  D. 
Special  Issue  of  June  25  (p.  707),  the  first  additional 
day  classes  were  commenced  at  Robert  Gordon's  Col- 
leges as  the  result  of  representations  by  the  Association 


The  present  head  of  the  Pharmacy  Department  at  the 
Colleges  is  Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant,  B.Sc,  Ph.C,  who  quali- 
fied as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  191 1  and  obtained 
his  doctorate  in  the  University  of  Nancy  in  1924. 

The  free  income  from  £400  left  by  the  late  Mr. 
J.  J.  Petrie,  of  Aboyne,  named  "  The  Petrie  Trust 
Bursary,"  has  proved  a  great  incentive  to  the  even- 
ing class  students.  Books  purchased  for  the  library 
during  1877  show  peculiar  variety  over  and  above  a 
dozen  on  purely  technical  subjects.  We  find  that  "  The 
Pickwick  Papers,"  Byron's  poems,  "  Adam  Bede," 
Macdonald's  "  Unspoken  Sermons,"  were  also  included, 
as  was  "  Tom  Brown's  Schooldays." 

The  Society  since  its  inception  has  had  many  designa-

1897 — The  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

From  1894  printed  reports  of  the  year's  work  have  been 
published.  Mr.  Charles  Davidson  retired  in  1872,  after 
having  served  for  thirty-two  years  as  chairman  and 
secretary.  In  1910  Dr.  Tocher  was  appointed  the  first 
honorary  member,  and  in  a^ccepting  the  honour  expressed 
his  eager  desire  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Associa- 
tion. This  desire  he  has  ably  fulfilled,  and  the  Associa- 
tion owes  much  to  his  good  offices.  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher, 
F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  is  a  past-president  of  the  Conference,  who 
has  also  gained  distinction  in  spheres  outside  pharmacy. 
He  served  an  apprentice 
ship  at  Rhynie,  and, 
after  further  experience, 
passed  the  Qualifying 
examination  in  1886.  In 
October  of  the  same  year 
he  commenced  business 
at  Peterhead.  The  ex- 
amination for  the  Asso- 
ciateship  of  the  Institute 
of  Chemistry  and  the 
Ph.C.  diploma  were 
taken  in  his  stride,  and 
in  1891  he  devised  a  test 
for  the  presence  of  se- 
same oil  in  olive  oil. 
After  establishing  an 
analytical  practice  Dr. 
Tocher  disposed  of  his 
business.    He  commenced 

in    1895    an    important  j  ^  ^^^^^^^ 

series  of  anthropological 
studies.     His  degree  of 

Doctor  of  Science  was  gained  at  Aberdeen.  For  some 
years  he  contributed  to  the  scientific  proceedings  of  the 
Conference,  and  his  presidential  address  at  the  New- 
castle meeting  in  1909  is  still  remembered  as  a  masterly 
survey  of  educational  and  other  problems. 

Social  Side 

In  spite  of  their  serious  outlook  on  life,  the  members 
of  the  Association  have  had  many  happy  entertainments. 
The  annual  dinner,  described  as  "a  most  cheerful 
function,"  has  been  held  fairly  regularly.  The  first  one 
took  place  a  month  after  the  formation  of  the  Society,  in 
1839.  The  chairman,  in  replying  to  the  toast  of  his 
health,  expressed  the  honour  and  pleasure  he  felt  in 
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presiding  over  so  numerous  and  "  respectable  "  a  com- 
pany. At  the  dinner,  in  1841,  the  meeting  started  at 
4.30  p.m.;  after  innumerable  toasts,  from  "  Our  Young 
Queen  Victoria  "  to  the  latest-joined  member  of  the 
company,  it  broke  up  at  11.30  p.m.,  and  they  "  wended 
their  various  ways  home  in  a  very  comfortable  condi- 
tion." In  1853  "  the  most  cheerful  fever  "  had 
evidently  abated,  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
getting  the  necessary  numbers  to  attend.  To  solve  the 
difficulty  it  was  agreed  that  if  ten  men  would  attend, 
the  dinner  would  be  held;  ten  men,  however,  could  not 
be  found,  and  the  dinner  was  cancelled.  The  next  year 
the  requisite  number  was  reduced  to  eight;  but  after 
circulars  had  been  sent  round,  only  five  cheerful  men 
could  be  found,  and  the  dinner  was  abandoned. 

The  shortest  minute  on  record  refers  to  a  dinner  at 
Stonehaven.  Wombell's  menagerie  was  on  view  at  the 
capital  of  Kincardine.  The  chairman  met  the  lion 
tamer,  Sargano,  and  treated  him  in  such  a  lu'indsome 
fashion  that  an  invitation  was  given  to  the  whole  com- 
pany to  have  a  private  view  of  the  animals  and  per- 
formance. Needless  to  say,  it  was  accepted.  In  1878, 
it  was  agreed  to  hold  a  concert  and  dance  in  the  Music 
Hall  building.  About  130  attended,  and  the  committee 
decided  to  carry  out  the  purveying  arrangements  them- 
selves. Everything  went  merrily  for  some  time,  but  then 
whispers  went  round  that  provisions  were  running  short. 
"  Jimp  helpings"  were  tried,  but  that  failed  to  arrest 
what  might  have  been  a  disaster;  and  to  prevent  panic, 
a  28-lb.  tin  of  roast  beef  was  commandeered  from  a 
neighbouring' grocer.  This  saved  the  situation.  Later, 
on  balancing,  the  committee  found  themselves  son;e  £\'2 
short.  This  deficit  they  willingly  paid  themselves,  but 
they  vowed  never  to  cater  again.

The  recent  better  feeling  in  the  markets  reported 
in  our  Trade  Report  is  a  hopeful  sign.  After  a  pro- 
longed period  of  depression  in  business,  accompanied 
by  persistently  falling  commodity  values  and  an 
almost  entire  lack  of  confidence,  quoted  prices  have 
at  last  taken  a  turn  towards  recovery  to  economic 
levels;  the  general  tone  is  much  better,  with  buyers 
no  longer  dictating  their  terms  of  purchase,  and  the 
outlbok  is  at  least  hopeful.  Gradually  old  stocks 
have  been  cleared,  and  the  recent  improvement  in 
demand  has  shown  the  bareness  of  supplies  in  not  a 
few  products  The  result  has  been  the  immediate 
stiffening  of  the  markets  and  a  sharp  recovery  in 
prices;  but  even  in  those  cases  where  values  have 
advanced,  they  are  still  comparatively  cheap,  and  if 
the  better  tone  is  maintained  there  is  little  doubt 
that  some  of  the  markets  connected  with  the  chemical 
industry  are  likely  to  record  a  general  and  sub- 
stantial advance  by  the  close  of  the  year,  particu- 
larly the  essential  oils  and  crude  drugs  markets. 

The  fall  in  values  in  the  pharmaceutical  chemicals 
market,  although  considerable  during  the  past  years, 
has  not  been  so  severe  as  in  some  of  the  allied 
markets.  Price  conventions,  cartels  and  similar 
arrangements  have  helped  to  maintain  a  fairly 
reasonable  level,  but  even  in  these  instances  the 
so-called  controlled  prices  were  at  one  time  being 
generally  discounted,  only  a  few  of  the  strongest 
holding  up.  It  can  be  said  that  this  market  has 
not  suffered  to  anything  like  the  same  extent  as, 
for  instance,  the  markets  dealing  in  crude  drugs 
and  essential  oils.  In  general,  the  tone  of  this 
market  is  bette"-  and  much  steadier,  with  a  little 
more  business  moving,  and  the  outlook  for  the 
coming  autumn  buying  season  is  encouraging  to  all 
concerned.  It  is  perhaps  in  the  crude  drugs  market 
that  the  improvement  has  been  most  noticeable, 
and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  this  market  as  a 
whole  suffered  more  than  any  other.  In  many 
instances  commodity  values  had  reached  a  tho- 
roughly uneconomic  level.  Where  the  article 
was  cultivated,  growers  had  been  forced  either 
to  cut  down  their  acreage  or  to  plough  in  their 
plantations.  Already  it  is  evident  that  crops 
for  this  year  of  some  commodities  may  fall  short 
of  even^  present-day  requirements.  Senega,  buchu, 
cascara  sagrada,  ipecacuanha,  Tinnevelly  senna  and 
galls  are  a  few  instances  in  which  there  are  indica- 
tions of  firmer  conditions,  which  may  well  lead  to 
sharp  movements  in  sales  prices.  The  rally  in  this 
market  has  been  led  by  the  recovery  in  some  of  the 
most  important  natural  commodities;  and  if  these 
leading  markets  continue  on  the  up-grade,  the  secon- 
dary and  smaller  ones  should  move  in  sympathy. 
The  position  of  the  essential  oils  market  is  ver^' 
similar  to  that  of  crude  drugs.  For  a  very  long 
period   the   volume   of   business   was   well  below 


normal;  consequently  markets  weakened  under  pres- 
sure, with  values  falling  to  unprecedented  low  levels. 
Latterly  there  has  been  a  general  improvement 
in  demand,  and  the  market  has  shown  defi- 
nite signs  of  recovery.  During  the  past  two 
or  three  months  the  values  of  a  number  of 
oils  show  a  substantial  increase,  which  is  not. likely 
to  be  lost  with  the  present  steady  tone.  We  do 
not  advocate  that  market  values  should  be 
rushed  up  by  speculation,  and  so  reach  falsie 
levels,  but  a  gradual  recovery  in  sales  prices  to 
a  point  that  shows  a  fair  return  is,  we  believe,  in 
the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

Proposed  N.H.I.  Terms 

Insurance  chemists  in  England  and  Wales  are  naturallv 
anxious  to  know  what  exactly  the  proposals  of  the 
Minister  of  Health  are  in  respect  of  their  remunera- 
tion in  the  immediate  future  for  the  supply,  of  drugs 
and  appliances  for  insured  persons.  During  recent  years 
they  have  shared  the  entire  amount  of  the  chemists' 
central  fund,  equivalent  to  about  ^^2, 000, 000  per  annum 
for  each  of  the  years  r93o  and  1931',  something  over 
half  the  total  amount  being  paid  in  respect  of  dis- 
pensing fees.  But  the  balance  distributed  to  the 
chemists  in  each  of  those  years,,  over  and  above  the 
payments  for  goods  supplied  and  dispensing  fees,  has 
been  approximately  ^200,000,  which  may  be  expressed 
either  as  a  surplus  of  ro  per  cent,  on  the  whole  fund, 
or  as  a  surplus  of  20  per  cent,  on  the  jfr,ooo,ooo 
applicable  in  the  first  instance  to  payment  of  the 
amount  of  the  dispensing  fees.  As  this  surplus  was 
provided  largely,  if  not  entirely,  by  moneys  outside 
the  2S.  gfd.  payable  in  respect  of  each  of  the  total 
number  of  persons  entitled  to  obtain  drugs  and  appli- 
ances from  chemists,  and  in  view  of  the  urgent  need 
for  national  economy,  the  Minister  now  proposes  that 
the  guaranteed  sum  set  apart  for  the  payment  of 
chemists'  accounts  shall,  subject  to  certain  minor  adjust- 
ments, consist  solely  of  the  product  of  2S.  gfd.  multi- 
plied by  the  total  number  of  persons  entitled  to  obtain 
drugs  and  appliances  from  insurance  chemists.  ' 

An  Estimate 

The  Minister  of  Health  is  advised  that  the  amount  of 
the  fund  determined  on  this  basis  would,  according  to 
the  experience  of  1930  and  1931,  have  been  less  by  about 
;^ioo,ooo  in  each  of  those  years  than  the  amount 
actually  determined,  so  that  the  proposed  method  of 
determination  would  appear  likely  to  prove  effective 
in  securing  the  limitation  which  it  is  considered  neces- 
sary to  impose  upon  the  maximum  amount  of  the 
remuneration  payable  to  insurance  chemists  in  excess 
of  the  amount  which  suffices  to  pay  their  accounts 
in  full.  It  will  be  noted,  that  it  is  assumed  there  will 
still  be  an  excess  available  after  payment  in  full  of 
the  chemists'  accounts,  and  the  Minister  is  said  to  be 
satisfied  that  the  amount  by  which  the  sum  of  2s.  9jd. 
per  head  exceeds  the  average  cost  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances supplied  by  chemists  will  prove  sufficient  to  meet 
such  contingencies  as  may  reasonably  be  expected  to 
arise  during  the  next  three  years.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  there  would  almost  certainly  be  a  surplus  of 
appreciable  amount  but  for  the  existence  of  the 
"  economy  cut  "  now  in  operation,  which  must  con- 
tinue until  the  Government  declares  the  emergency  has 
passed  and  the  Economy  Act  is  repealed.  Continuance 
of  the  "  economy  cut  "  may  result  in  the  surplus  being 
converted  into  a  deficit,  but  chemists  would  be  well 
advised  not  to  make  this  a  serious  ground  of  objection 
to  the  profKDsed  new  terms. 
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Aberdeen  Pharmacies  and  Pharmacists 

In  view  of  the  forthcoming  visit  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  Aberdeen, 
particulars  have  been  obtained  of  a  representative  number  of  pharmacies  and  pharmacists 

in  the  city. 


TO  the  visitor  from  the  South  the  pharmacies  of 
Aberdeen  convey  an  impression  of  individuahty 
that  is  a  matter  for  congratulation.  One  thing 
they  possess  in  common — the  exhibition  of  a  gilt  mor- 
tar, with  pestle,  over  or  near  the  shop  door;  and  this, 
no  doubt,  is  an  asset  in  guiding  the  steps  of  the 
stranger.  The  class  of  business  carried  on  varies  con- 
siderably, as  will  be  seen  from  the  paragraphs  which 
follow.  In  each  case  the  visitor  will  find  that  the 
general  layout  of  the  pharmacy  is  arranged  with  an 
eye  to  the  clientele,  and  that  the  pharmacist  main- 
tains the  position  of  his  calling  in  this  alert  and  attrac- 
tive city. 

Mr.  David  Anderson, 

who  is  a  past-president  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  is  one  of  those  pharmacists  who  take 
delight  in  the  art  of  pharmacy — a,  circumstance  due 
to  natural  predilections  as  well  as  to  his  excellent  train- 
ing. He  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Reid  &  Donald, 
Perth,  and  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  1893.  In 
addition  to  experience  with  Davidson  &  Kay,  Union 
Street,  Aberdeen,  he  has  also  been  in  London  with 
Mr.  Ralph  Cassie,  Newgate  Street,  E.G.,  and  after- 
wards with  J.  &  H.  Matthews,  Queen's  Gardens,  W. 
He  acquired  his  business  at  31  Fountainhall  Road  in 
1898,  and  there  carries  on  a  good-class  dispensing  and 
retail  business,  along  with  a  branch  post-office.  Mr. 
Anderson  took  an  active  part  in  the  entertainment  of 
his  fellow-craftsmen  and  their  lady  friends  when  they 
visited  Aberdeen  in  1908,  and,  together  with  Mr.  A.  P. 
Wallace,  he  is  looking  after  the  entertainment  of  the 
visitors  to  the  coming  Conference.  Volunteering  for 
service  during  the  war  he  spent  an  interesting  four 
years  as  dispenser  to  the  Military  Hospital. 

Mr.  James  M.  Birnie, 

Holburn  Street,  who  has  been  forty  years  in  the  drug 
trade,  recalls  that  in  his  early  days  he  learned  to  spread 
plasters,  make  pills,  horse  balls,  tinctures  and  ointments 
from  start  to  finish,  and  that  at  that  time  the  hours  of 
business  were  8  a.m.  to  9  or  10  p.m.,  with  the  haK  day 
on  Wednesday  starting  at  6  p.m.  Following  his  appren- 
ticeship he  became  an  assistant  in  the  pharmacy  of  the 
late  Mr.  James  Sim,  Bridge  Street,  Aberdeen,  where 
there  were  five  men  (two  qualified)  dispensing  all  the 
time.  After  a  year  or  two  Mr.  Birnie  relates  that  he 
followed  the  usual  course  and  had  a  "  shot  "  at  the 
Minor,  and,  as  was  not  unusual,  the  first  shot  missed, 
but  second  scored.  He  then  went  for  some  years  to 
Mr.  J.  D.  Duncan  (now  retired)  before  taking  over  his 
present  business  about  twenty-seven  to  twenty-eight 
years  ago.  Mr.  Birnie' s  elder  son  is  "  following  in 
father's  footsteps,"  and  his  daughter  is  a  graduate  of 
Aberdeen  University.  His  business  is  almost  entirely 
pharmaceutical,  with  little  or  no  photography.  As  a 
recreation  he  has  lately  taken  up  motoring. 

Mr.  John  Black 

served  his  apprenticeship  with  James  Sim  &  Go.,  a  firm 
no  longer  in  existence,  and  after  various  appointments  as 
an  unqualified  assistant,  proceeded  to  the  late  William 
Duncan's  classes  in  Edinburgh.  He  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  January  1894,  and  then  became  manager 


of  the  Shene  Street  Branch  of  Gordon's  Drug  Stores. 
Mr.  Black  acquired  his  present  business,  295  Rosemount 
Place,  in  1896.  Attached  to  it  is  a  very  busy  sub-post 
office,  the  growth  of  which  has  been  contingent  with 
that  of  the  pharmaceutical  business  over  the  past  thirty- 
six  years.  Mr.  Black  held  the  secretaryship  of  Aberdeen 
Pharmaceutical  Association  in  1904-5-6. 

Mr.  Alexander  Leslie  Bruce 

is  a  native  of  Fyvie,  Aberdeenshire,  and  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  D.  A.  Mortimer,  Aberdeen.  He 
qualified  in  1885  and  started  a  successful  business  in 
the  Ferryhill  district  in  1892.  Mr.  Bruce  has  aways 
taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  being  at  one  time  president,  and  acting 
later  as  treasurer.  He  has  two  sons,  both  of  whom  are 
chemists.  The  younger  is  in  business  with  his  father, 
and  Mr.  Bruce  has  recently  purchased  for  the  elder 
the  business  at  Gults  carried  on  by  the  late  Mr.  John 
Reid  and  latterly  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Erskine. 

Mr.  Charles  Coutts 

has  pharmacies  at  26  Broad  Street  and  at  Schoolhill. 
The  former  business  was  founded  in  1852  by  the  father 
of  the  present  proprietor.  During  his  life-time  the  busi- 
ness was  solely  a  prescribing  one,  the  late  Mr.  Coutts 
being  known  as  "  doctor  "  to  many  of  the  poorer 
classes.  The  present  Mr.  Charles  Coutts  succeeded  his 
father  in  191 1.  The  business  has  gradually  changed 
from  a  prescribing  to  a  proprietary  one.  The  shop 
front  was  modernised  in  1919,  and,  two  years  later, 
the  floor  above  taken  in.  Three  years  ago,  in  view 
of  town  planning  schemes,  a  central  block  of  property 
was  purchased  at  2  to  6  Schoolhill,  and  a  branch  shop 
opened  a  year  later.  This  establishment  is  conducted 
on  the  same  lines  as  the  parent  shop,  and  under  the 
able  management  of  Mr.  John  Neil. 

Mr.  F.  Crossling 

served  his  apprenticeship  to  the  late  Mr.  Barnard  S. 
Proctor,  Ph.C,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  passed  the 
Minor  examination  in  1887.  He  has  been  established  in 
Justice  Street,  Aberdeen,  since  1900,  and  there  carries 
on  in  addition  to  the  usual  retail  and  dispensing  an 
excellent  business  in  agricultural  and  veterinary  prepara- 
tions. Mr.  Crossling  also  has  an  extensive  stock  of 
herbs  to  meet  the  demand  for  barks,  leaves  and  roots, 
and  since  his  pharmacy  is  situated  on  the  main  road 
to  the  beach  photography  is  a  busy  side-line  in  the 
summer  season. 

Davidson  &  Kay,  Ltd. 

ranks  among  the  best-known  pharmacies  of  the  British 
Isles.  Local  authorities  are  unanimous  that  the  cradle 
of  modern  Aberdeen  pharmacy  was  No.  i  Exchequer 
Row.  Who  the  founder  of  the  Exchequer  Row  business 
was  we  have  been  unable  to  ascertain,  but  tradition  says 
it  was  a  doctor,  who,  early  in  the  nineteenth  century, 
sold  it  to  Peter  Williamson,  a  University-trained  man. 
With  him  Charles  Davidson,  the  first  secretary  of  the 
Aberdeen  Society,  was  apprenticed,  and  in  1834  Mr. 
Davidson  became  a  partner.  Subsequently  Mr. 
Williamson  opened  a  fine  pharmacy  in  Union  Street,  and 
when  he  left  Exchequer  Row  Mr.  Davidson  took  David 
M.  Mackay  into  partnership.  There  they  remained  until 
185 1,  when  Mr.  Davidson  sold  out  to  his  partner  and 
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opened  the  pharmacy  at  205  Union  Street.  The  build- 
ing is  on  a  corner  site.  The  shop  is  lofty,  and  the  fit- 
tings in  the  front  are  the  same  to-day,  with  one  or  two 
alterations  which  do  not  conflict  with  the  original  har- 
mony, as  in  185 1.  In  that  year  a  clever  local  painter 
carried  out  a  scheme  of  decoration  designed  by  Mr. 
Davidson,  which  includes  a  deep  frieze  consisting  of  a 
scroll  intersected  by  medallion  portraits  symbolic  of  the 
sciences  included  in  the  art  of  pharmacy,  and  at  the 
same  time  commemorating  great  masters  in  medicine  and 
chemistry.  The  whole  interior  of  the  pharmacy  has  a 
uniform  style  of  treatment.  The  business  is  purely  dis- 
pensing and  high-class  retail,  with  a  few  veterinary  and 
other  specialities.  Mr.  James  Petrie  Kay  was  appren- 
ticed to  Mr.  Davidson  in  1854,  and  at  the  end  of  his 
apprenticeship  came  to  London;  returning  to  Aberdeen,

he  became  a  partner  in  1864.  Later  Mr.  Kay  had  asso- 
ciated with  him  as  partners  his  son,  Mr.  Harvey  G. 
Kay,  and  Mr.  Alex.  Leslie  Strachan,  the  latter  being  in 
charge  of  the  West  End  branch,  i  Alford  Place.  The 
firm  are  chemists  to  the  King,  and  have  been  chemists 
to  fiv3  generations  of  the  Royal  family.  On  the  death 
of  Mr.  J.  P.  Kay  the  business  was  for  family  reasons 
converted  into  a  limited  company,  the  surviving  partners 
being  the  directors. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Diack, 

Gilcomston  Pharmacy,  has  the  distinction  of  being 
the'  first  lady  pharmacist  to  commence  business  "  on 
her  own  "  in  Aberdeen.  That  was  just  eight  years 
ago.  Miss  IDiack  served  her  apprenticeship  with  Mr. 
William  Watt,  Chattan  Place;  and,  shortly  after  quali- 
fying, she  acquired  a  lease  of  the  premises,  2  Baker 
Street,  reconstructed  the  shop,  equipped  it  with  all 
the  usual  stock  of  an  up-to-date  establishment,  and 
brought  into  being  the  Gilcomston  Pharmacy.  The 
venture  has  been  justified  by  results,  and  Miss  Diack 
has  built  up  a  good,  steady-going  business  in  this 
central  part  of  Aberdeen.  The  district  is  largely 
working-class — with  the  usual  sprinkling  of  business 
and  professional  interests — and  of  private  dispensing 
as  of  insurance  dispensing,  the  Gilcomston  Pharmacy 
continues  to  get  quite  a  fair  share.  In  January  193 1 
Miss  Diack  was  appointed  sub-postmistress  of  Gilcom- 
ston; and  the  Pharmacy  and  the  Post  Office  are  now 
located  in  the  same  establishment. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Dugan, 

Aberdeen,  has  been  secretary  of  the  Aberdeen  Phar- 
maceutical Association  for  the  past  fourteen  years.  He 
is  now  promoted  to  a  much  more  onerous  and  respon- 
sible position — secretary  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the 


forthcoming  Conference.  Mr.  Dugan  was  an  apprentice 
and  assistant  with  the  late  Mr.  D.  A.  Mortimer,  Union 
Street,  Aberdeen,  and  after  qualifying,  in  1891,  was 
for  three  years  dispenser  at  the  Aberdeen  Royal 
Infirmary.  In  1895  he  took  over  the  business  of  the 
Edinburgh  Drug  Store,  Holburn  Street,  and  has  carried 
it  on  successfully  since,  along  with  a  branch  post- 
office.  In  his  early  days  Mr.  Dugan  was  an  athlete  of 
some  standing,  specialising  more  particularly  in  gym- 
nastics. He  was  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Gymnastic 
team  which  competed  at  Liverpool  against  England 
and  Ireland,  and  was  the  highest  scorer  for  Scotland. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  team  which  first  brought 
the  National  Physical  Recreation  Society's  gymnastic 
shield  to  Scotland.  Time,  however,  has  mellowed  him. 
and  walking,  with  a  little  golf,  now  satisfies  his 
athletic  tastes.  In  the  Scottish  Chemists'  Golf  Tour- 
nament at  Gleneages  this  year  he  again  won  the 
Veterans'  Trophy. 

Mr.  James  Farquhar 

was  born  at  Insch,  Aberdeenshire,  and  educated  there 
and  at  Gordon's  College.  He  served  an  apprentice- 
ship of  five  years  with  the  late  Mr.  James  Spence, 
Aberdeen,  and  was  for  a  short  time  junior  assistant 
to  Mr.  R.  Hunter,  Union  Street.  After  a  course  of 
study  at  the  Central  School  of  Pharmacy,  Edinburgh, 
under  the  late  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  he  qualified  in  1900. 
Mr.  Farquhar  then  enlarged  his  experience  in  Edin- 
burgh, Campbeltown,  and  with  the  late  Provost  Macin- 
tyre.  North  Berwick,  before  returning  to  Aberdeen 
as  first  assistant  to  Mr.  R.  Hunter,  with  whom  he 
remained  for  the  next  four  years.  In  1908,  the  year 
that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  last  visited 
Aberdeen,  Mr.  Farquhar  opened  the  pharmacy  at  340 
Great  Western  Road,  a  good-class  residential  district 
of  the  city.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Aberdeen 
Pharmaceutical  Association  since  starting  in  business, 
and  taken  an  active  interest  in  its  affairs,  particularlv 
those  relating  to  education.  He  was  president  for 
three  years  (1922-1925),  and  took  a  prominent  part 
during  that  period  in  raising  a  fund  known  as  the 
Aberdeen  School  of  Pharmacy  Fund,  the  interest  from 
which  is  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  at  Gordon's  Colleges.  He  has  been  treasurer 
of  the  Association  since  1928,  and  was  one  of  three 
chemists  (the  other  two  being  Mr.  W.  G.  Mitchell 
and  Mr.  A.  G.  Beattie)  who  founded  the  Aberdeen 
Pharmacists'  Golf  Club,  of  which  he  was  secretary 
for  the  first  seven  years  of  its  existence.  In  November 
1922  Mr.  Farquhar  was  presented  by  the  members  of 
the  club  with  a  handsome  roll-top  desk  as  an  appre- 
ciation of  services  rendered  to  the  club.  At  present 
he  is  secretary  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  when  business  permits  indulges 
in  the  hobbies  of  golf  and  motoring. 

Mr.  Harry  P.  Forbes 

took  over  the  pharmacy  at  66  Sunnybank  Road  from 
the  executors  of  the  late  Mr.  D.  J.  Robertson  in 
1928.  Mr.  Robertson  had  opened  the  business  only 
two  years  previously.  Mr.  Forbes  served  an  appren- 
ticeship of  four  years  with  Mr.  R.  Hunter,  Union 
Street,  and  remained  for  one  year  as  junior  assistant. 
After  qualifying  he  spent  two  years  with  Rouse  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  London,  W.i,  and  one  year  as  manager  of  the 
new  Cavendish  Street  branch  of  A.  Maitland  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
London,  W.i. 

Gordons 

is  the  trading  name  of  a  business  owned  by  Mr.  Theo- 
dore T.  Bell  at  471  Union  Street,  near  the  West  End 
of  Aberdeen's  principal  thoroughfare.  The  business  was 
originally  carried  on  in  George  Street.  In  1883  Mr. 
W.  G.  Gordon,  who  had  qualified  in  the  previous  year, 
acquired  it  from  Mr.  A.  Strachan,  Ph.C.  Mr.  Gordon 
removed  to  Union  Street  in  1907,  taking  with  him 
Mr.  Bell,  who  had  been  with  him  since  1898.  Mr. 
Bell  succeeded  Mr.  Gordon  as  proprietor  in  1922,  and 
has  continued  the  business  under  its  old  name.  This 
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is  a  lofty  and  well-lighted  pharmacy  in  the  best  part 
of  the  city,  and  strikes  a  modern  note. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Hay 

is  well  qualified  for  the  position  of  chairman  of  the 
Local  Executive  of  the  Conference.  He  carries  on  busi- 
ness at  476  Union  Street.  Originally  he  took  over 
the  shop  at  29  Rose  Street  from  the  late  Mr.  A.  M. 
Shepherd  in  1897,  a-^d  in  1912  removed  to  the  main 
thoroughfare,  where  he  carries  on  a  dispensing,  drug 
and  toilet  business.  Among  the  offices  he  has  held  in 
connection  with  his  services  on  behalf  of  pharmacy 
are  those  of  secretary  and  president  in  junior  and  senior 
local  associations.  Also  he  was  the  first  chairman  of 
the  Aberdeen  and  North-Eastern  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  is  a  member  since  its 
inception  of  the  local  Insurance  Committee,  secretary, 
and  now  chairman,  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
and  a  member  of  the  Scottish  Standing  Committee  on 
Insurance.  Mr.  Hay  was  local  secretary  to  the  Confer- 
ence when  it  met  in  Aberdeen  in  1908.  Mr.  Hay  is  a 
Gordon's  Colleges  pupil,  who  can  trace  his  relationship  to 
to  the  founder,  Robert  Gordon,  and  has  never  lost  touch 
with  the  institution.  When  the  Technical  College  sec- 
tion was  instituted  and  the  need  for  practical  experts 
in  the  various  branches  of  instruction  was  realised,  Mr. 
Hay  was  asked  to  join  the  Chemistry  and  Engineering 
Committee,  under  whose  supervision  were  the  pharmacy 
classes.  Since  then  the  growth  of  the  school  necessi- 
tated a  division  of  the  work  into  an  Engineering  Com- 
mittee and  a  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  Committee.  Mr. 
Hay  is  still  a  member  of  the  latter  committee  along 
with  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  and  Mr.  Charles  Simpson. 

Mr.  Robert  Hunter 

was  apprenticed  at  the  age  of  fifteen  in  188 1  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Cook,  Ph.C,  Ayr.  During  the  four  years  con- 
ditions and  work  were  of  the  hardest  description — ■ 
always  an  open  door  summer  and  winter.  There  was 
no  heating  in  the  coldest  of  severe  winters — icy-cold 
water  to  wash  measures,  mortars  and  bottles — and  no 
holidays  save  for  the  "  fast  "  day  in  spring  and 
autumn.  Suppositories  were  made  by  the  clay  mould 
method;  asafoetida  for  pills  was  pounded  in  the  iron 
mortar.  Saturday  evening's  trade  was  characterised  by 
a  brisk  demand  for  halfpenny  and  pennyworths  of 
scented  hair  oil — colza  oil  heavily  perfumed  with 
citronella.  On  leaving  Ayr  Mr.  Hunter  went  for  a 
season's  situation  in  Dunoon  with  Mr.  Stirling,  where 
a  broader  aspect  of  business  was  obtained  and  the 
salary  of  23s.  per  week  seemed  a  stepping-stone  to 
fortune.  From  Dunoon  a  situation  was  obtained  with 
the  late  Mr.  G.  Anderson,  Kirkintilloch,  to  manage  a 
newly  opened  branch  in  Springburn,  Glasgow.  Dr. 
Lees'  classes  were  attended  after  shop  hours,  and  with 
the  aid  of  his  tuition  the  Minor  was  passed  in  July 
1888.  In  December  of  the  same  year  an  appointment 
was  obtained  to  manage  a  dispensary  in  Amoy,  China, 
and  here,  again,  much  valuable  experience  was  gained 
— wholesale  and  retail — during  eight  years'  service  in 
the  East.  Returning  to  Scotland  in  1896,  the  busi- 
ness of  Hunter  &  Ferguson  was  established  in  Perth, 
the  late  Mr.  John  Ferguson  having  been  a  classmate 
at  Dr.  Lees'  School  of  Pharmacy,  Glasgow.  After  this 
business  was  firmly  established,  the  partnership  was 
dissolved  by  mutual  consent  in  1899  and  a  new  busi- 
ness started  in  Aberdeen,  while  Mr.  Ferguson  became 
owner  of  the  Perth  business.  Conditions  of  trade  in 
Aberdeen  were  as  hard  as  the  granite  of  which  the 
city  is  built,  and  a  stifif  uphill  fight  was  experienced. 
Commencing  on  the  "  strictly  cash  ''  basis,  it  drew 
forth  the  remark  "  cash  business  never  does  in  Aber- 
deen," and  a  year  was  given  to  see  its  duration  and 
extinction.  The  first  two  years  seemed  to  warrant  an 
opinion  that  there  was  some  semblance  of  truth  in 
the  prophecy,  but  the  tide  turned.  The  shop  on  the 
north  side  of  Union  Street  was  given  up  after  ten 
years'  occupany,  another  and  larger  shop  was  leased  on 
the  south  side,  but  after  seventeen  years  removal  be- 
came compulsory,  and  the  business  was  transferred 
to  the  present  premises,  107  Union  Street,  where  it 
has  been  established  for  thirty-three  years.    The  trade 


is  entirely  retail  and  dispensing,  and  in  its  control 
Mr.  Hunter  is  assisted  bv  his  son,  Mr.  Eric 
Hunter,  Ph.C. 

Mr.  Pat  R.  G.  Laing, 

George  Street,  acquired  his  business  in  1928  from  Mr. 
A.  M.  Gair.  Prior  to  settling  in  Aberdeen  Mr.  Laing 
had  spent  nearly  twelve  years  with  the  Colombo  Apothe- 
caries Co.,  Ltd.,  Ceylon,  and  had  served  throughout  the 
war  with  the  R.A.M.C. — in  France,  Egypt  and  Pales- 
tine. Since  taking  over  the  pharmacy  he  has  extended 
the  premises  in  order  to  incorporate  an  up-to-date  sight- 
testing  room  and  has  fitted  up  a  photographic  develop- 
ing and  printing  department  in  the  cellar  under  the 
shop. 

Mr.  James  Mackenzie 

Holburn  Street,  served  his  apprenticeship  in  this  phar- 
macy with  Mr.  George  Stephen  (now  in  Huntly, 
Aberdeenshire),  and,  after  extensive  experience  in  Lon- 
don, both  in  the  general  retail  and  high-class  West  End 
dispensing  businesses,  returned  to  Aberdeen  and  com- 
menced on  his  own  account  twenty-one  years  ago. 
Belonging  to  a  family  of  dentists  (of  whom  there  are 
four)  he  practises  dentistry  as  well  as  pharmacy,  and 
an  extensive  dental  practice  is  carried  on  in  rooms 
above  the  shop. 

Mr.  Charles  A.  Michie, 

who  was  born  and  educated  in  Aberdeenshire,  served 
his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  A.  P.  Wallace,  Aberdeen. 
After  a  few  years'  experience  in  Aberdeen  as  a 
junior  assistant  he  secured  an  appointment  with  Mr. 
W.  Seivewright,  Glasgow,  where  he  was  able  to  attend 
the  classes  conducted  by  Mr.  John  Lothian  and  Mr. 
Malcolm  M.  Irvine,  and  passed  the  Qualifying  examina- 
tion in  1913.  In  August  1914  Mr.  Michie  enlisted  as 
a  dispenser  in  the  R.A.M.C,  and  went  to  France  with- 
No.  9,  C.C.S.,  later  being  transferred  to  No.  6,  CCS. 
On  demobilisation  in  March,  1919,  he  took  up  duty 
with  Smith  &  Govan,  St.  Andrews.  He  started  on  his 
own  account  in  July  1920  by  purchasing  the  old- 
established  business  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Giles,  123 
Crown  Street,  Aberdeen,  and  some  years  later  acquired 
an  establishment  at  57  Park  Street,  and  was  appointed 
sub-postmaster.  In  February  of  this  year  Mr.  Michie 
purchased  Mr.  J.  D.  Duncan's  business  at  231  Union 
Street  (now  his  headquarters) ,' and  has  since  modernised 
the  premises.  Mr.  Michie  is  chairman  of  the  Aberdeen 
and  North  of  Scotland  Branch  of  the  Photographic 
Dealers'  Association. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Mutch 

is  a  native  of  Huntly,  Aberdeenshire.  He  commenced 
his  apprenticeship  in  1905,  in  what  was  looked  upon 
as  the  oldest  established  pharmacy  in  Aberdeen,  situated 
in  Exchequer  Row,  and  carried  on  by  Mr.  Charles  Simp- 
son, now  of  23  King  Street.  Needless  to  say  he  received 
a  thorough  grounding  in  dispensing,  and  after  a  sojourn 
of  seven  years  with  Mr.  Simpson  entered  the  employ- 
ment of  the  late  Mr.  James  Spence,  138  Rosemoimt 
Place,  Aberdeen.  In  April  1915  Mr.  Mutch  commenced 
a  three  months'  course  of  study  under  the  tutorship 
of  the  late  Mr.  Gilbert  Simpson,  then  of  Robert 
Gordon's  Colleges,  and  successfully  negotiated  the  Minor 
in  July  of  that  year.  He  then  did  locum  work  in 
various  places  in  the  North  of  Scotland,  and  finished 
up  by  taking  over  the  managership  of  a  branch  shop 
in  Glasgow,  belonging  to  the  late  Mr.  Bonnar,  Ruther- 
glen  Road.  On  the  decease  of  the  late  Mr.  William 
Wallace,  81  King  Street,  Aberdeen,  Mr.  Mutch  came 
north  in  the  latter  part  of  1916,  and  took  over  the 
business  on  his  behalf.  In  1917  he  added  photo- 
graphy to  his  other  activities,  and  was  at  that  time 
one  of  the  few  Kodak  dealers  in  Aberdeen.  He  had 
always  the  desire  to  get  into  more  modern  premises, 
and  in  1924  accomplished  that  by  transferring  the  busi- 
ness across  the  street  to  No.  90.  Looking  around  for 
other  means  of  increasing  his  connection  he  took  up 
the  study  of  optics,  passed  the  examination  of  the- 
College  of  Optics,  and  in  1929  obtained  the  diploma 
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of  the  Worshipful  Company  of  Spectacle-makers.  Since 
he  has  been  in  business  he  has  always  taken  a  keen 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  local  Association;  he  is  now 
vice-president  in  his  second  year  of  office. 

The  Northern  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd., 

whose  drug  department  has  been  in  existence  for  over 
a  quarter  of  a  century,  has  nine  modern  and  well- 
equipped  pharmacices,  where  considerable  dispensing 
business,  both  private  and  insurance,  is  done.  Toilet 
preparations,  perfumery  and  pharmaceutical,  are  well 
displayed  in  each  branch,  and  the  surgical  side  of  the 
business  is  a  special  feature.  There  is  also  an  up-to- 
date  photographic  department  at  each  branch.  The 
Northern  Co-operative  Society  manufacture  and  pack 
their  own  specialities  in  their  laboratory  and  ware- 
house at  Berryden  Road,  which,  like  the  nine  branches, 
is  managed  by  an  experienced  qualified  chemist,  with 
the  registered  superintendent  supervising  the  entire 
department.  A  staff  of  fifty-three,  including  thirteen 
qualified  chemists,  is  kept  busy  with  the  various  activi- 
ties of  the  department.  The  Co-operative  pharmacies 
are  well  situated  in  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the 
city,  while  the  windows  and  general  appearance  of  the 
shops  indicate,  to  a  marked  degree,  the  pharmaceutical 
character  of  the  branches. 

Mr.  Robert  Shand 

conducts  in  Gallowgate  a  good  family  business,  with  a 
fair  amount  of  Insurance  dispensing  and  photography. 
He  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  James  McDonald, 
Fraserburgh  (under  Mr.  W.  W.  Cruickshank,  manager, 
who  is  now  in  business  on  his  own  account  in  Fraser- 
burgh). After  a  period  with  Mr.  F.  W.  Hay,  Aberdeen, 
and  a  course  of  study  at  Robert  Gordon's  Colleges,  Mr. 
Shand  qualified  in  1908.  He  then  returned  to  Mr.  Hay 
for  a  short  time.  Following  considerable  experience  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  Mr.  Shand  became  the  proprietor 
of  his  present  pharmacy  early  in  1916.  During  the  war 
he  served  in  France  with  the  Royal  Garrison  Artillery 
and  for  six  months  prior  to  demobilisation  was  personal 
orderly  to  the  brigade  medical  officer — thus  he  was 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  renew  his  acquaintance  with 
drugs  and  dressings  before  restarting  in  his  own  business. 

Charles  Simpson  &  McConnach 

is  the  title  of  a  business  having  a  history  dating  back 
to  1803.  Mr.  Simpson  served  his  apprenticeship  with 
Mr.  D.  A.  Mortimer,  at  No.  i  Exchequer  Row,  and 
afterwards  went  to  Frazer  &  Green,  Glasgow,  for  further 
experience.  Returning  to  Aberdeen,  he  purchased  the 
old  business  in  Exchequer  Row  and  conducted  it  for 
many  years.  In  1908,  on  account  of  city  improvements, 
he  removed  to  King  Street,  where  he  has  since  been, 
and  continues  to  do  a  large  dispensing  business.  Latterly 
Mr.  Simpson  assumed  as  a  partner  his  son-in-law,  Mr. 
John  McConnach,  the  business  being  carried  on  as 
Charles  Simpson  &  McConnach.  Naturally,  they  are 
proud  of  the  fact  that  they  are  successors  to  the  oldest 
business  in  Aberdeen. 

Mr.  Alexander  P.  Wallace 

served  an  apprenticeship  of  five  years  with 
Reid  &  Sons,  45  Union  Street,  Aberdeen,  and 
then  enlarged  his  experience  with  Davidson  & 
Kay,  passing  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Minor 
examination  in  1896.  Subsequently  he  became  branch 
manager  to  the  late  Mr.  Maclagan,  Grangemouth,  and 
acted  in  the  same  capacity  to  the  late  Mr.  D.  A. 
Mortimer,  Chetten  Place,  Aberdeen.  Mr.  Wallace 
started  on  his  own  account  at  Victoria  Road,  Torry, 
where  a  large  dispensing  and  retail  business  was 
developed.  He  opened  his  present  shop  at  14  Bridge 
Street,  Aberdeen,  in  1923,  disposing  of  the  Torry  busi- 
ness to  the  present  proprietor,  Mr.  A.  M.  Mitchell,  in 
1928.  His  present  business  is  conducted  on  modem 
lines,  consisting  chiefly  of  dispensing  and  high-class 
perfumery  and  toiletries  and  optics.  In  1927  he 
became  a  member  of  the  British  Optical  Association. 
He  was  president  of  the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, 1929-1931. 


Mr.  Marshall  Keith  Watt 

was  apprenticed  to  the  firm  of  George  Reid  &  Sons, 
Aberdeen,  the  proprietor  of  which  business,  Mr.  John 
Johnston,  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  After  qualifying  in  1896, 
Mr.  Watt  became  dispenser  at  the  Aberdeen  Royal  Infir- 
mary for  three  years,  but  in  1900  emigrated  to  Singa- 
pore, where  he  was  manager  of  The  Dispensary  for 
nearly  nine  years.  While  there  he  helped  in  the  forma- 
tion of  The  Straits  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and 
became  a  member  of  the  Singapore  Volunteers.  On  his 
return  to  Aberdeen  he  commenced  business  in  King 
Street,  later  acquiring  his  present  business  at  28  Essle- 
mont  Avenue.  He  passed  the  Fellowship  examination 
of  the  British  Optical  Association  in  1927.  Mr.  Watt 
has  long  been  an  active  member  of  the  Aberdeen  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  particularly  in  its  educational 
work;  as  a  tribute  to  his  services  he  was  elected  presi- 
dent in  1 93 1,  and  holds  that  office  at  the  present  time. 
His  business,  which  was  commenced  in  1895  by  the  late 
Mr.  Newell  B.  Cran,  is  in  a  working  class  district.  Also, 
like  many  other  Aberdeen  pharmacies,  it  has  a  sub-post 
office  connected  with  it.  Mr.  Watt  finds  recreation  and 
interest  in  bee-keeping  as  a  hobby. 

Watt  &  Stephen,  Ltd., 

Chattan  Place,  is  presided  over  by  Mr.  William  Watt 
and  Mr.  Edward  S.  Stephen.  The  former  served  an 
apprenticeship  with  William  Paterson  &  Sons,  Aberdeen, 
and,  when  eighteen  years  of  age,  "  held  Sooth  " — to 
London  where,  at  first,  he  acquired  a  varied  experience 
of  the  wholesale,  coming  in  contact  with  prominerit  men 
of  a  former  generation.  His  first  situation  was  with 
Hodgkinson,  Stead  &  Treacher,  when  Mr.  William  and 
Mr.  Charles  Hodgkinson  were  in  the  firm — "  a  finely 
-appointed  wholesale  house."  He  was  next  with  Wright, 
Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.,  at  the  period  when  the  late 
"  J.C.U."  joined  his  father's  business.  Mr.  Watt  recalls 
that  while  there  he  quaffed  a  quantity  of  ext.  ergot, 
liq.  in  mistake  for  ext.  glyc.  liq.  He  hurried  to  the 
lab.,  where  the  chief,  Mr.  J.  O.  Braithwaite,  adminis- 
tered a  stiff  dose  of  vin.  ipecac,  telling  him  to  retire 
and  "  wait  events."  He  liked  Mr.  Charles  Umney  in 
spite  of  the  "  wiggings  "  he  received  from  him,  and  re- 
garded him  as  a  fine  type  of  English  business  gentleman. 
A  short  time  with  Baiss  Bros.  &  Co.,  Jewry  Street,  was 
followed  with  a  similar  period  at  Hodgkinson,  Prestons 
&  King,  where  he  put  up  drugs  for  the  Navy.  His  last 
situation  in  the  wholesale  was  with  Burgoyne,  Burbidges, 
Cyriax  &  Farries,  Coleman  Street.  One  of  the  two  last 
mentioned,  along  with  the  manager,  used  to  make  a 
morning  tour  of  inspection  through  the  warehouse,  their 
advent  being  signalled  upstairs  from  the  e.xport  packing- 
floor,  till  Mr.  (Thomas)  Farries  "  tumbled  to  it  "  and 
asked  the  manager  why  "T  in  a  diamond!"  (<*>)  was 
always  yelled  when  on  that  floor.  "  Coincidence  "  as 
a  reason  was  swallowed  with  great  difficulty.  Mr.  Watt 
then  entered  the  retail,  and  was  for  some  time  a 
locum  at  the  Homoeopathic  Hospital,  Great  Ormond 
Street.  He  was  then  for  four  years  in  a  private  medical 
practice  as  a  dispenser  and  surgery  attendant,  gaining 
much  experience  in  medical  treatment  and  minor  sur- 
gery.

Delayed  Payments 

Sir, — I  would  like  to  answer  some  of  "  Retailer's  " 
questions  regarding  his  difficulties  with  credit  accounts 
(C.  (sy  D.,  August  27,  p.  242).  With  regard  to  the 
customer  who  closed  his  account  after  ten  months' 
credit  because  he  was  asked  politely  to  settle  it,  I 
should  say  that  "  Retailer  "  was  better  without  his 
custom,  for  it  is  certain  that  he  was  losing  money 
over  the  deal.  And  in  answer  to  problem  No.  2  I 
should  close  the  account  myself  without  waiting  for 
the  customer  to  do  so,  for  it  is  obvious  in  this  case 
that  "  Retailer  "  is  only  being  made  a  convenience 
of  for  the  delivery  of  three  syphons  four  times  a 
year.  Before  I  entered  into  business  I  was  manager 
of  a  pharmacy  where  credit  was  given  practically  to 
everybody  without  question,  and  some  of  the  accounts 
had  been  sent  for  years.  I  determined  that  I  would 
try  to  cut  out  this  kind  of  business;  and  although 
my  predecessor  had  a  certain  number  of  customers 
running  unpaid  accounts,  when  I  became  familiar  with 
the  trade  and  neighbourhood  I  gradually  eliminated 
them  one  by  one.  Although,  of  course,  I  lost  some 
of  them,  in  the  long  run  I  was  in  pocket.  Now  1 
have  a  very  few  safe  credit  customers  who  pay  promptly 
when  the  account  is  rendered,  and  the  rest  is  cash 
trade.  "  Manufacturer  "  (p.  226)  in  his  three  sug- 
gestions at  the  end  of  his  article  on  "  Delayed  Pay- 
ments "  says  that  the  big  stores  refuse  to  give  credit. 
Is  he  quite  sure  that  this  is  correct?  I  have  been 
given  to  understand  that  of  late  years  the  multiple 
shops  have  commenced  to  run  accounts  and  not  against 
a  cash  deposit.  His  second  suggestion  is  that  no 
account  should  be  allowed  to  run  longer  than  the  end 
of  the  second  month.  How  is  he  going  to  enforce  this 
unless  he  takes  proceedings  to  recover  his  money?  The 
third  suggestion  is  to  give  a  discount  for  prompt  cash; 
then  why  not  give  the  customer  his  discount  for  cash 
over  the  counter  at  the  time  of  purchase?  I  cannot 
say  that  I  like  this  idea,  or  the  introduction  of  a 
discount  for  vouchers,  as  it  would  be  opening  the 
way  to  the  adoption  of  price  cutting,  coupon  systems, 
trading  stamps,  and  other  evils  we  wish  to  see 
abolished.  I  can  remember  the  days  before  the 
P.A.T.A.  was  working  actively,  and  where  I  was 
apprenticed  we  had  two  prices  for  everything,  one 
for  the  cash  customer  and  one  for  booking.  "  Manu- 
facturer "  also  says  that  credit  conditions  have  been 
made  worse  by  the  increased  demands  of  the  income- 
tax  authorities.  Will  he  tell  us  what  is  going  to  be 
the  condition  next  year. — Faithfully  yours, 

Cash  Chemist  (5/9). 

Sir, — "  Mummatt's  Nobby  "  (C  D.,  August  27, 
p.  242)  would  seem  to  contradict  his  own  statements 
in  his  advice  to  chemists'  assistants.  First  he  asks  if 
we  are  getting  back  to  the  pre-war  state,  when  whole- 
sale firms  gave  credit  to  retailers  to  get  them  under 
their  control,  and  put  them  in  the  position  of  tied 
houses,  and  then  he  goes  on  to  tell  young  men  to 
find  a  pitch  and  to  open  up  if  they  have  only  /50, 
as  they  can  get  credit  from  any  firm  to-day.  This 
seems  to  amount  to  an  invitation  to  accept  the  position 
of  being  a  tied  man.  Having  had  many  years'  e.xperi- 
ence  of  working  up  a  business  from  pre-war  days  to 
the  present  difiicult  times,  I  should  advise  any  young 
man  who  has  such  a  small  capital  as  £50  to  think 
well  before  he  gets  involved  in  credit  or  mortgages. 
It  is  true  that  one  or  two  chemists  have  started  on 
this  system  and  have  made  good,  but  we  do  not 
hear  of  the  many  who  have  failed  or  who  have  broken 
their  health  in  the  struggle.  A  study  of  the  adver- 
tisements will  show  that  the  greater  number  of  phar- 
macies advertised   for   sale   are  only   returning  about 


£^0  a  week,  and  it  does  not  take  a  mathematician 
to  work  out  the  prospects  of  making  a  paying  con- 
cern on  such  a  turnover  with  the  present  overhead 
charges,  while  the  owners  of  these  businesses  must 
have  a  hard  fight  to  keep  the  premises  open  long 
enough  to  sell  them.  The  statement  that  most  adver- 
tised lines  show  a  profit  of  33^  per  cent,  may  be 
true  of  toilet  goods,  but  is  certainly  too  high  for 
many  of  the  patent  medicines  which  form  such  a 
large  part  of  the  turnover  to-day. — Yours  truly,

Business  Knowledge 

Sir, — The  suggestion  in  your  editorial  article  on 
"  Pharmaceutical  Scholarships  "  (C.  &  D.,  August  20. 
p.  184),  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  simplified  book  on 
business  knowledge  for  the  retailer,  should  lead  some 
pharmacist  with  expert  knowledge  and  practical  ex- 
perience in  running  a  chemist's  business  to  compile  a 
work  to  fill  the  gap.  There  would  be  plenty  of  subject- 
matter  for  such  a  writer  to  choose  from,  for  a  chemist 
in  retail  business  has  to  have  a  working  knowledge  of 
all  the  laws  and  regulations  affecting  the  ordinary  shop- 
keeper, and  a  special  knowledge  of  those  particularly 
appertaining  to  pharmacy  besides.  In  the  examination 
in  Northern  Ireland  (p.  200),  there  is  a  section  requiring 
the  candidate  to  answer  questions  on  business  methods, 
and  this  gives  us  some  idea  of  the  kind  of  information 
required.  When  we  come  to  consider  all  the  troubles 
a  pharmacist  has  to  meet  and  overcome  daily  it  would 
seem  that  his  knowledge  must  be  encyclopaedic,  and  a 
complete  work  of  reference  would  run  into  a  fair- sized 
volume. — Yours  truly.

Aberdeen  in  the  Past 

Sir, — An  historian  of  practically  a  century  ago, 
writing  of  Aberdeen,  stated:  "  It  is  a  place  of  great 
spirit  and  bustle  and  magnificence,  every  way  worthy 
of  its  great  honours  as  the  seat  of  an  university,  the 
seat  of  much  manufacture  and  commerce,  and  the 
fourth  greatest  city  in  all  Scotland,  and  by  far  the 
greatest  town  in  all  the  North."  Such  a  description 
is  even  more  applicable  to-day,  as  visitors  to  the  Con- 
ference will  realise.  Up  to  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth 
century  the  principal  manufacture  was  woollen  stock- 
ings, which  sold  at  from  8d.  to  2s.  6d.  a  pair.  Huge 
quantities  were  exported  to  Holland  and  Germany. 
After  that  time  linen  became  the  staple  industry. 
Osnaburgs  were  manufactured  in  considerable  quanti- 
ties. Among  the  woollen  articles  manufactured  were 
cloths  called  plaidens  and  fingroms,  which  sold  at  from 
5d.  to  8d.  an  ell.  The  manufacture  of  tobacco  pipes 
was  a  thriving  industry.  A  considerable  trade  was 
done  in  the  exportation  of  Scottish  salmon  to  the  con- 
tinent, and  whisky,  porter  and  ale  were  exported  to 
America  and  the  West  Indies.  The  county  of  Aber- 
deen was  famed  for  granite,  but  it  also  contained 
precious  stones  in  considerable  variety.  In  the  parish 
of  Leslie  was  to  be  found  a  beautiful  green  amianthus 
much  used  in  the  manufacture  of  snuff  boxes. 
Amethysts,  beryls  and  other  stones  were  not  uncommon 
in  the  Crathie  mountains,  and  the  Laird  of  Invercauld 
owned  a  specimen  of  rock  crystal  over  2ft.  high. 
Agates  were  found  at  Peterhead,  which  town  was  also 
celebrated  for  its  mineral  water.  Fragments  of  amber 
were  frequently  picked  up  on  the  Buchan  coast.  Visitors 
to  the  Conference  will,  I  believe,  return  with  a  new 
admiration  for  the  much  maligned  "  Aberdonian."

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Legal  Queries 

W.  E.  (21/7). — Is  it  legal  to  allow  a  discount  to  a 
qualified,  nurse  on  any  purchases  that  she  may  make 
on  behalf  of  her  patient,  who  pays  for  the  goods? 
[There  can  be  no  legal  objection  to  supplying  the 
goods  at  a  discount,  but  in  our  opinion  it  would  be  an 
Ojfience  under  the  Prevention  of  Coriruption  Act,  1906, 
to  pay  a  commission  to  the  nurse  without  the  know- 
ledge of  her  patient.]

The  fee  payable 
for  registration  is  5R. ,  and  the  necessary  forms  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Registrar  of  Business  Names,  Somer- 
set House,  Strand,  London,  W.C.2.] 

/.  G.  (18/7). — The  packet  for  champagne  pop  powder 
yon  enclose  appears  to  be  unobjectionable.  What  the 
sections  of  the  new  Finance  Act,  1932,  aim  at  is. to  pre- 
vent the  use  of  such  statements  as  indicate  that  the 
liquor  contains  spirits  or  has  the  flavour  of  or  is  in  some 
way  identified  in  the  public  mind  with  spirits,  or  is  wine 
fortified  .or  mixed  .with  spirits.  The  word  "cham- 
pagne ".  being  the  name  of  a  genuine  wine  is.  expressly 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  section  (11).  There 
is  the -further  point  in  favour  of  the  exemption  of  your 
product,  that  its  description  on  the  packet  as  "  non- 
alcoholic "  is  in  itself  the  negation  of  spirituousness. 

H.  R.  S.  (24/8). — The  licence  you  require  is  a  wine 
retailer's  off-licence.  The  cost  of  this  depends  on  the 
annual  value  of  the  shop  or  premises  licensed.  If 
under  ;^20  annual  value  the  cost  is  £2  los.;  between 
;^26  and  £20  it  is  £y,  between  £^0  and  ^^50  the  licence 
costs  ^3  ros.;  between  £50  and  £75  it  is  £4;  between 
/75  and  ;^ioo  it  is  £4  los.;  from  £100  to  ;^25o  it-  is 
;^5;.from  ;^25o  to  - ;^5oo  the  duty  is  £7;  and  for  over 
/500  it  is  ;^io.  A  justices'  licence  must  be  obtained 
by  anyone  who  .wishes -to  take  out  this  licence.  Not 
less  than  one  reputed  pint  bottle  may  be  sold  at  one 
time.  -

— Ordi- 
nary kerosene  is  generally  used  for  this  purpose.  It 
is  .  preferable  to  use  the  first  quality  kerosene  and 
not  the  second.  The  particular  brand  which  is  best 
depends  to  some  extent  on  the  perfume  which  is  used. 
None  of  the  first  quality  brands  damage  fabrics  if  the 
spray  is  used  in  reasonable  quantities  with  ordinary 
care.  A  proportion  of  one  of  liquid  extract  of 
pyrethrum  to  64  of  solvent,  including  perfume,  is 
recommended;  the  latter  is,  of  course,  a  matter  of 
taste  and  must  be  decided  by  experiment,  and  experi- 
ments should  -  be  tried  by  actually  spraying  into  the 
air  and  not  by  smelling  the  preparation  in  bulk.  Light 
odours,  such  as  lavender,  rosemary,  and  so  on  are 
not  suitable.
